When the preamble to the treaty 
came up for discussion today, how- 
ever, Dr. Honorio Pueyrredon, Chair- 
man of, the Arpenging delegatian,. an- 
nounced that ‘he would not’ sign’ it 
unless it’ contained: a clause against 
economic barriers. Argentina wants 
a‘free outlet’ for its meat and grain. 
He paid a tribute to President Wil- 
son, and said that the third of Presi- 
dent. Wilson’s famous. Fourteen 
Points was a dedlaration against 
such barriers. 

However, his projected clause was 
longer pressed after a speech by 
Charles E. Hughes, head of. the 
United States delegation, declaring 
that the Pan American Union should 
not be destroyed by an attempt to 
make it a tariff commission. 

Mr. Hughes pointed out that such 
matters affect the sovereignty of 
States, and that Mexico, for instance, 
would hardly consent to abrogate its 
export. taxes on oil, Chile its taxes on 
nitrates, and other countries would 
probably demand similar restrictions 
on commerce. 


Adopt Preamble Without Signatures. 


The. preamble was finally adopted 
without reference’ to economic bar- 
riers anc it was suggested that the 


treaty be submitted to the States 
without .the. signatures of the dele- 
gates,. thus avoiding the embarrass- 
ment which would be created by the 
refusal of Dr. Pueyrredon to sign it.

BUT HIS NERVE THEN FAILED

PHILADELPHIA,, Pa., Feb. 13.— 
Four detectives entered a mission of 
the Volunteers of America here this 
afternoon, spoke a few words to the 
officer in’ charge, and were directed 
to a dignified man of the “‘substan- 
tial business man’’ type, who sat 
folding letters and placing them in 
envelopes. 

One detective.walked over'to him; 
and .in' response to the query. ‘‘Did 
you want me?’’ informed him he was 
under arrest. Under guard the man 
went upstairs to his room, packed his 
belongings and -was.taken -to City 
Hall. There he confessed to ‘Detec- 
tives William Jackson and ‘Thomas 
Martin of New York, and Lieutenant 
Belshaw and Detective Chaplinski of 
this city, that he was the man sought 
throughout the country for killing a 
woman with a hammer in the Grand 
Hotel in New York a week ago today.

Aviation on a commercial basis is 
as feasible between the United States 
and South and Central American 
countries and between those latter 
countries as it is between any parts 
of the United States, in the opinion 
of Colonel: Lindbergh on his return 
from the good-will tour.

And also they are of no 
use on the type of plane I am using. 

“‘The. Spirit of St. Louis is so con- 
structed that it is possible to land 
without injury to the pilot or passen- 
ger in case of necessity,’* he con- 
tinued. ‘‘In most cases where a plane 
is constructed as mine is, safe land- 
ing can be made. I believe a para- 
pe Hes could be carried where it is 
advisable and makes for eater 
safety, but when th- tank is in 
front of the pilot he is in little dan- 
ger in a forced landing. 

“I think that in the latter case, 
even a landing in trees could be 
made without serious injury, and I 
could have landed almost any place 
on the flight safely. 


His Plan in Flying on Mail Route. 


*“My primary object in making the 
trip over the old mail route is, of 
course, to stimulate aviation, and in- 
terest in it, though I do not want 
to go over the old route. But I think

does seems dramatic, because of its 
simplicity. There are few pilots who 
would take off in the middle of the 
night from a strange field, with no 
floodlights to guide him, strike 
across a barren waste of shark-filled 
waters and defy all the obstacles of 
fog and cold which could be placed 
in his path. Lindbergh did it, with 
his usual smile of quiet confidence, 
and his going was one of the most 
brilliant of his many exploits. 

There was nothing about the quiet, 
smiling lad, standing with his hands 
in his pockets this morning beside 
his plane, to indicate the place which 
he has won in the hearts of people 
all over the world. No other man has 
been so decorated, loved, praised, 
hailed as the conqueror of the track- 
less spaces of the air. And he is the 
same boy who a year ago stood in 
the hangar at Curtiss Field, waitin 
for weather favorable for his trait 
blazing path across the Atlantic. 
There is nothing about Lindbergh 
which shows that he feels what has 
come to him as a tribute to himself— 
he looks upon it as a tribute to avia- 
tion. 

Recalis Start of Atlantic Flight. 


So this morning, while the stars

NEXT WAR'S HORRORS 


General ‘Swinton, Inventor of 
Tank, Prophesies Scrapping 
of All Peace Treaties.

OXFORD, Feb. 13.—Despite the 
Washington ‘conference, poisonous 
gases will be ‘used in the next great 
war, according to the prediction of 
General E. D.. Swinton, inventor of 
the tank, made’ in an address here 
tonight.. The whole picture of future 
wars, drawn by the man who invent- 
ed the new horror of the last one, 
was such as to make his audience 
shudder. 

“When the next great struggle 
comes,’’ he ‘said, ‘‘the belligerent 
nations will not have any scruples 
regarding treaties. They will consid- 
er them mere scraps of paper and 
enter the war without even a formal 
declaration of hostilities. In so far 
as the last war was to end war, it 
was a failure, and the attitude of 
the world today is not in favor of 
world peace.’”’ 

In such circumstances General 
Swinton did not feel that England 
should acquiesce in any further dis- 
armament. The war of the future 
would be between peovle and people, 
not army and army, and it would 
actually be safer for the fighting 
men than civilians, he said. There 
would be no mercy to women and 
children, but this would help to 
shorten the period of conflict. From 
this viewpoint he considered the pro- 
tests against the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania which brought the United 
States into the war and the bombing 
of London from the air were illogical. 

The next war would mean the em- 
ployment of disease germs, airplanes 
without aviators sowing pestilence, 
and chemicals to destroy crops. 
Field warfare would be carried on in 
machines impervious to gas and ma- 
chine-gun bullets.

Robinson’ Hails Great Man of Charity 
to All—wWillis - Speaks in 
Exercises at Memorial.

The tribute of. Dixie to Lincoln was 
given by Senator Robinson of Arkan- 
sas, the Democratic leader. 

“As a representative in this body 
of what has come to be known as 
the New South, I bow my head today 
in reverence,’’ he said. ‘‘I cut a wild 
rese blooming in the garden of Dixie 
and lay it on the tomb of the great, 
humble, awkward, immortal Lincoln, 
whose courage and charity. excels 
that which has been exemplified by 
the leadership of armed forces no- 
where, at no time,in the annals of 
human history.’’

“It is less than five years since 
we completed the eornpsere of these 
ships. .-And yet, we find ourselves 
assailed from every side by cifis- 
tic declarations that we are becom- 
ing militaristic.

“At the Washington Conference for 
the Limitation of Naval Armaments 
it was found to be impossible to 
agree on doing away with the sub-

‘‘This inability to restrict the sub- 
marine necessarily involved an in- 
ability to restrict the destroyer, 
which was primarily the weapon for 
use against the submarine. 

“In order to effectively limit cap- 
ital ship tonnage it was essential to 
define a capital ship. This was done 
by declaring any ship of over 10,000 
ton; and armed with over ten 8-inch 
guns, or with any guns of greater 
calibre, to be a capital ship. 

“The capital ship -was also limited 
as to armament. e guns could not 
exceeded 16 inches in calibre, and as 
to tonnage, the new capital ships 
built under the treaty could not ex- 
ceed 35,000 tons. 

“The Washington treaty, then 
was incomplete that it failed to 
place any limitation upon ships, of 
any type of less than 10,000 tons, ex- 
cept the limitation as to the size of 
gun which could be carried.

“‘We, however, did not do so. We 
hoped for another conference, and 
when Congress finally passed a law 
authorizing construction of eight 
10,000-ton 8-inch-gun cruisers, we ad- 
vised the Congress that to match the 
cruiser tonnage of Great Britain, or 
to place ourselves on the 5-3 ratio 
with Japan, we would need twenty- 
two such cruisers instead of eight. 

_“‘The law authorizing the construc- 
tion of these cruisers made no ap- 
propriation for them. 

“The Geneva conference was called 
by the President of the United States 
for the express purpose of extending 
the treaty ratio to auxiliary craft, 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 

“The invitation was accepted by 
England and Japan and rejected by 
France and Italy. The conference 
failed to =. It was obvious that 
if the British proposal had been ac- 
cepted by the United States and 
Japan. there would have been. an 
agreement, 

“‘Had the American proposal been 
accepted by England and Japan, 
there would have been an agreement. 
There seemed no difficulty in_com- 
ing to an agreement between Japan 
and the United States, so that it may 
be said that if Great Britain had 
agreed with the United States, Ja- 
pan would have done so and there 
would have been an agreement. 

“Japan, however, made it clear 
that she would not accept the British 
proposal, involving as it did so high 
a tonnage. In the sense that Great 
Britain could have agreed with the 
other two powers and did not do so 
the fault is hers. If we had accepted 
the high tonnage proposed by Great 
Britain and Japan had failed to do 
so, it might have been said that the 
fault was Japan’s. 


Advantage to Britain Seen. 


“The only surprise sprung in the 
Geneva conference was the British 
proposition that cruisers should be 
divided into two classes, offensive 
and defensive, the 8inch-gun cruiser 
in the former class and the 6,000-ton 
6-inch-gun cruiser to be in the latter 


ass. 
“This ingenuous proposition well 
fitted the needs of the British em- 
pire, which had already acquired or 
were building sufficient 10,000-ton 
cruisers to meet their needs and were 
planning to spend the balance of 
their cruiser: money on _ 6,000-ton 
cruisers operating from the many 
bases Great Britain has scattered 
throughout the world. 

‘“‘We were not only without such 
bases, but. had. agreed not to estab- 
lish bases in the Far East as a part 
of our Washington Treaty conces- 
sions to the other signatory powers. 

“The other difficulty in the con- 
ference was the assertion by Great 
Britain that she absolutely needed 
600,000 tons of cruisers for the pro- 
tection of her bread lines and trade 
lines and for operations with the 
fleet, and this was the absolute mini- 
mum of her need. 

“Japan felt that she could not 
agree to so high a tonnage limita- 
tion, and we felt and stated that 
such an agreement was not a limita- 
tion of armament, but rather an 
agreement to extend armament. We 
saw no advantage to others in such 
an agreement. 

‘Instead, we saw distinct disad- 
vantage in this—that the number of 
10,000-ton cruisers we could build, 
which could operate successfully 
from our bases, would be expressly 
limited, and that to attain poy in 
tonnage with Great Britain we 
would have to build a:large number 
of 6,000-ton, 6-inch-gun ‘cruisers with 
a small radius of operation which, in 
view of our agreement not to estab- 
lish naval bases and our present lim- 
ited number of bases, would be com- 
parativel; useless to us. 

‘“‘We would thus be compelled to 
build between a half and thr juar-

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termine and to declare a naval policy. 
This declaration was made at the 
Black Hills, S. D., shortly after the 
Geneva Conference. 

‘“‘We declared that we would pro- 
ceed to build up the fleet in ‘accord- 
ance with our needs, and in accord- 
ance with plans which we evolved 
before the Geneva Conference, and 
the failure of the conference would 
not cause us to depart from that 
program. 

‘In this’ connection it may be 


proper to,call your attention to the. 


fact that before the Geneva Confer- 
ence the chief of naval operations, 
Admiral Eberle, was called upon by 
the Senate Naval Committee to state 
his views: concerning: the: needs of 
the United States Navy, not to attain 
parity with Great Britain, but with 
the absolute needs of the navy based 
upon our own requirements. ~-

needed by this Government for opera- 
tion of the fleet and for protection 
of its coastal trade lines and lines 
of communication with the fleet, was

“Great Britain insisted on the fact 
that her cruiser tonnage was an ab- 
solute need. which could not be 
waived or diminished and made an 
agreement impossible unless we ac- 
cepted a tonn higher than we 
contemplated building. 

“Such an agreement would have 
fulfilled no useful purpose. It is bet- 
ter for us to build such cruiser ton- 
nage as we neéd and to retain the 
right to. build according ‘to the: dic- 
tates of our own judgment and con- 
science rather than to limit the pow- 
er to build by an agreement which 
effected nothing in the way of econ- 
omy or the doing- away with naval 
competition. : f 

“Speaking broadly, it: may be said 
that the ships planned in this build- 
ing program” constitute the eyes of 
the fleet.

Loewe Company, the Borsig Com- 
pany, the Kruups and others known 
throughout the world. 

Director Hillman of the Krupp-Ger- 
son Works declared today that the 
United Association of German Metal 
Manufacturers had resolved to sup- 
port the Central German Metal Man- 
ufacturers, who have been fighting 
the..metal workers in Central Ger- 
many for the last four weeks, be- 
cause it was felt that a halt must be 
called on the workers’ demands for 
arg wages.

PRAGUE, Feb. 13.—Only a few 
hours after his arrival in Prague to 
deliver a series of lectures before the 
high »school here Mgr.»Seipel, the 
Austrian Chancellor, had a long cop- 
ference with Dr. Benes, _the Czecho- 


slovakian Foreign Minister. 

-After the conversation both states- 
men admitted discussing foreign re- 
lations, but neither was willing to 
tell the ‘substance or the results of 
what: they had- eaaeed behind 
closed doors. 

But from ‘other sources it was 
learned that Mgr. Seipel sounded the 
Czechoslovakian - Minister on his 
country’s attitude toward Anschluss, 
or Austro-German Union,,and on the 
transfer ofthe League ‘of Nations 
from Geneva to Vienna. But neither 
party committed himself. 

Mgr. Seipel. will meet Dr. Benes 
again, although the Austrian Chan- 
cellor has said that he is making 
only a private visit to-Prague. After 
his conference at the Foreign Office 
Mgr. Seipel gave an interview to the 
Christian Secial Deutsche Presse, in 
which he said: 

‘J am making an unofficial visit 
to Prague but, naturally, at the same 
time I shall call on prominent per- 
sonalities here. 

“Austria and Czechoslovakia have 
many common relations, and inter- 
ests. It is ten years since the war, 
during which the world has made 
real progress in politics. European 
peoples can be Leas. Sot ge only by 
living in peace with their neighbors. 
. ‘T.am -visiting the Germans living 
in Czechoslovakia with the full con- 
sent. of the. Government.of this re- 
public. It is: a good sign of. the 
stabilization .of this republic that an 
Austrian Chancellor can visit his co- 
nationals without causing mistrust 
among the Czechs.’ 

Mgr. Seipel had a huge audience 
this evening to ne his lecture on 
the world outlook.

Walsh. of Montana pro- 
posing a public utility power inquiry, 
asked to be. relieved from the duty 
of naming a special committee of 
five Senators. to conduct the pro- 
posed. investigation, in the event a 
Senatorial inquiry were ordered. .Mr. 
Dawes felt that the fact that he was 
interested in some public utilities 
justified him making such a request. 
“The fact that the President of the 
Senate is financially: interested in 
some public utilities leads him to’ re- 
quest that some other. method for 
the appointment be provided,’ Mr. 
Dawes explained. ‘‘The chair has no 
disposition to evade the responsibili- 
ties of his position, but..under the 
circumstances this would seem 
proper.’’ 
* Senator Walsh said he recognized 
the circumstances prompting Mr. 
Dawes’s request, and accordingly 
modified his resolution so as to pro- 
pose that the Senatorial inquiry com- 
mittee be ‘‘elected’’ by the Senate. 
The question whether the inquiry 
should be made by the Senate or re- 
ferred to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion was the point of today’s debate. 
Opponents of the Walsh plan are 
predicting’ that the demand for in- 
vestigation will be referred to the 
commission. They profess to believe 


that not m6re than thirty-five or 
forty votes can be mustered in favor 
of a Senatorial investigation. 

Senator Walsh opposed any refer- 
ence of the matter to the trade com- 
mission and insisted that the Senate 
—— entrust the investigation to a 

cial committee of its own crea- 
t on. It had been charged for three 
ears, Mr. Walsh asserted, that the 
rade commission had been ‘“‘packed’’ 
and that former Representative Wil- 
liam E. Humphrey of Washington 
had been named its Chairman to ‘“‘see 
that there would be ro investigation 
of any consequence.’ 

Senator George of Georgia, on the 
other hand, announced that at the 
proper time he will offer an amend- 
ment to send the investigation to the 
Federal Trade Commission.

Stewart, unless an appeal to 
the higher courts is noted, is ex- 
nected to be immediately rearrested 
and arraigned in the senate, where 
tis questions he efused to answer 
will. be put to him again by Senator 
Nye, the Chairman, or Senator 
Walsh, the investigating committee’s 
prosecutor, A refusal to answer may 
mean his commitment to jail until he 
decides to answer or, the Senate, 
vote, orders his release. 


Charges Arbitrary Action. 


The argument of Mr. Adkins is 
that the Senate is without power to 
arrest a person for the sole purpose 
of compelling him to attend as a wit- 
ness before the Senate, when at the 
time of the arrest the witness was in 
attendance before a Senate com- 
mittee, under and in obedience to a 
subpoena issued by that committee. 

Furthermore, it is the contention of 
Mr. Adkins that the power exercised 
by the Senate in the case of Colonel 
Stewart was arbitrary and an in- 
vasion of his constitutional right not 
to be deprived of his liberty without 
due veka of law. 

It is also declared that the power 
of the Senate to compel a private in- 
dividual to appear and testify before 
a committee is limited to cases where 
the information is essential to enable 
the Senate efficiently to exercise a 
legislative function, and does not in- 
clude the right to make an inquiry 
of a general nature. When the 
bounds of power are exceeded, Mr. 
Adkins contends, a witness may re- 
fuse to answer. 

The resolution itself, Mr. Adkins 
asserted, avows no legislative pur- 
pose. The rights and equities of the 
Government, he added, have already 
been protected and the oil reserves 
returned to the navy. 

He also asserted that the statute of 
limitations had run and even if a 
crime was committed no court action 
is now possible. 


Calls Arrest Unnecessary. 


‘The course pursued by the Senate 
in this cas.,” the brief continued, 
‘is wholly unnecessary to their pur- 
pose (legislative) and is therefore 
beyor 1 their power. Colonel Stewart 
was in attendance upon the com- 
mittee.’’ 

The power the Senate sought to ex- 
ercise, it was asserted, was judicial 
and therefore beyonf the jurisdiction 
of Corgress. The Senate resolution, 
the brief said, does not authorize 
“fan inquiry into the private affairs 
of individuals.’’

While the 2,410 ‘dogs benched sur- 
passed any previous mark, the.num-. 
ber of spectators that crowded both 
levels of the Garden during the af- 
ternoon arid evening’ never had been 


equaled even onthe occasion of the 
red-letter Golden Jubilee. exhibition 


two years ago. “The show will con- 
tinue through "Wednesday svening 
when the best, of all, the groups will 
be judged for best in the show. 

An ideal Winter day and the knowl 
edge that the Stars .of the .canine 
world from all over the United 
States and.Ganada, with.many im- 
ported especially for the occasion, 
was a combination that eoree irre- 
sistible to:the fanciers: hey found 
an exhivition that~has been brought 
to the highest point of efficiency and 
attractiveness, with twelve large tg 
covered judging rings on the. main 
floor, which were occupied almost 
without.a break from the time judg- 
ing began in the morning until the 
last number was posted late in the 
evening;.-while the larger part of the 
Ha were benched on the floor

Crowds Also: in Balcony. 


Notwithstanding the spaciousness 
of thé arrangements for judging, it 
was) almost impossible to approach 
closely to the rings in which the 
more popular breeds were being 
judged during the afternoon and eve- 
ning. Thousands of the spectators 
were content, perforce, to gain a 
birdseye view -of the proceedings 
from the balcony. The first b&lcony 
was crowded all afternoon and eve- 
ning. * 

Uniies one was interested in get- 
ting a close-up view of the individual 
attendants, the balcony offered the 
best vantage point from which to 
view the battles of the ring. Each 
ring was covered ‘with a grass rug, 
one of the greatest improvements for 
the dogs and their exhibitors that 
has been made.in the big show in re- 
cent years. It affords a footing for 
the dogs that was in sharp contrast 
to the slippery surface of last year, 
over’ which it: was difficult* for the 
dogs to go through their paces to 
the best advantage. 

From the balconies a brilliant and 
colorful spectacle was presented be- 
low, the contestants silhouetted 
against the bright green of the floor 
covering in sharp  contrast—the 
whites of the bull terriers, the West 
Highland whites, the Samoyedes; the 
more somber shades of the Airedales, 
the Irish terriers, the dachshunds; 
the grays of the Scotties and the 
blacks of the Poms. 

FReversals of form are always ex- 
pected at the Westminster and it is 
not surprising in view of the fact 
that it is the event of the dog year 
in the United States and that the 
winners of the various breeds are 
hailed as the champions of the Amer- 
icas. Dogs are. héld back and groomed 
for this spécial event, while Eng- 
land and the Continent are. scoured 
for the best available specimens. - No 
two judges exactly agree on what is 
the ideal in any one breed; but the 
wire-haired fox-terrier ranks buzzed 
when. Mr.* and’ Mrs. R. C. Bondy’s 
great dog Crackley Supreme of Wiid- 
oeks was decisively -defeated in the 
open clas3.. : 

Crackley Supreme Beaten. 

Crackley; Supreme had a_ sensa- 
tional and undefeated career in Eng- 
land and it is reported that Mr. 
Bondy paid $7,000 for him in Eng- 
land recently. At the specialty show, 
Sunday, Alfred Delmont gave him 
winners dogs over John G. Bates’ 
Nedwob fas a of Blarney. Under 
Stanley J. Halle, yesterday, his best 
was third in the open class. Mr.

Halle corroborated Mr. Delmont’s 
ju ent of Sunday on the relative 
m of the dogs and bitches, con- 
sidering the latter the better and 
théir awards for ‘best in the breed 
were identical.

all the afternoon to clean up the 
wires and the faithful held the fort 
around the ring in a solid mass until 
the last ribbon was awarded. 

Airedale terriers were slightly 
stronger than a year ago and a nice 
average lot greeted Baron W. van 
der Hoop. the: Continental expert, in 
Ring 2. As with the smooth fox-ter- 
riers in the specialty show on Sun- 
day, he was expeditious in his judg- 
ments and the fanciers of the breed 
admired the celerity with which he 
disposed of his many classes. 

In dogs the judge from overseas 
selected the American-bred Willinez 
Kennels’ Willinez. Warrior Bold, bred 
by his owner. This is all terrier, ex- 
celling in quality and right on his 
toes all the time in the ring. He 
scored over S. M. Stewart’s. Cres- 
cent Masterpiece of Shelterock. 

Among the bitches Baron van der 
Hoop selected James F. Manning’s 
pone, of imported and very nice bitch 
Jennie’s Pride for winners, the dog 
beating the bitch for best of winners. 
Both went down, however, before 8S. 
M. Stewcrt’s Champion Flying Queen 
of Shelterock for the honor of best 
Airedale terrier of the show. 

No breed has made greater progress 
in recent years in the United States 
than the Cairn terrier. This game 
and classy little fellow is gaining 
more admirers every year, and no 
dog of any kind has a more loyal 
and enthusiastic following. So Theo- 
dore Offerman of this city was hon-

scored as the best of the dog puppies. 

The Mine Brook Kennels gained a 
slashing victory in Scottish terriers 
with their ‘-home-bred puppy Mine 
Brook Royalist, a cracking youngster 
and a typical Scottie that marched 
right through the biggest guns of 
the breed to beat th m .1. This son 
of Champion Albourne Vindicated of 
Bentley and Mine Brook Bess took 
best of the puppies, won in novice

Then he took the measure of the

Grappler Gets the Blue. 


‘There was a nice lot of basset- 
hounds before Otto H. Gross, the 
Pittsburgh expert,. both dogs and 
bitches being of average quality, al- 
though the number was small. It 
did not take long for him to award 
the blue to the Brookmeade Ken- 


nels’ Walhampton Grappler, which 
went through to winners, best of 
winners and best bassethound. 

Bedlington terriers are _ holding 
their own and an excellent lot came 
before Theodore Offerman, the New 
York judge of the breed, mostly from 
the kennels df Colonel M. R. Guggen- 
heim of Babylon, L. I., who is the 
leading man in the Bedlington game 
on this side of the water. His splendid 
Champion Deckham Olad of Firenze 
went through open to winers among 
the dogs, defeating Mrs. J. C. Yates’s 
Shothanger Lucifer. 

Among the bitches the same own- 
er’s. Champion Highland Queen of 
Firenze took the blue in the open 
class, took winners, best of winners 
and best Bedlington in the show, 
rather easily beating the dog. She 
is a famous champion and one of 
the best of this game breed ever 
seen on this side of the water. She 
has a splendid coat and expression 
— made a great impression in the 
ring. 

Belgian sheepdogs fell off this year 
and J. Bailey Wilson had only a 
handful. Troy Gibson of this city 
won in dogs with Dixmude, taking 
winners over F. N. Taliaferro’s Lilo’s 
Tobey. Among the bitches David A. 
Wilson’s Kho Diana de Soir cleaned 
up. This American-bred is a very 
nice bitch and went through her 
class, then took limit, open and win- 
ners, only to be beaten for best of 
winners by the dog, which also took 
the rosette for the best of the breed.

Among the dogs the class was excel- 
lent, winner of highest honors Using 
Buccaneer, a home-bred crack owne 
by ‘H. H. Stewart of Ardmore, Pa. 
He took open dogs in the class over 
35 pounds; beating Frank P. Leach’s 
Newcoin Invasion, from the national 
capital. 

is ‘was a hot battle all the way. 
Buccaneer was a very good dog in 
the ring and caught: the eye with 
his excellent legs and feet and his 
way of going, while his eye was 
about all that could be désired. He 
beat the Washington dog on his top, 
shoulders and foreface, being right 
up and-coming and asking all e 
Mme; 48. 

There was an.even stiffer _compe- 
tition,, perhaps, among the bitches, 
winners being captured by Frank D. 
Coles’s Albion Admiration, which 
beat Mrs. W. Fred Ford’s Champion 
Wildfire Nipper. Class was the high- 
est among the bitches that appeared 
at any recent Westminster show. 
Albion Admiration, the bitch win- 
ner, is a beautifully bodied bitch, 
at times a remarkably good shower. 
She has a splendid neck, is well 
ribbed, with tail well set on. She 
has a pleasing expression and nice 
eye, but could be just a little cleaner 
in the cheek. . : - 

Wildfire Nipper, which was re- 
serve, is a big upstanding bitch, with 
lots of. bone and nice neck and ribs 
and was not beaten a great deal by 
the winner. For the best of winners 
and for the best bull terriers the dog 
gained the honors over the bitch. 


Dachshunds Find Favor. 


Dachshunds still have a strong fol- 
lowing on this side of the water and 
the fanciers turned out a total of 
twenty-five dogs this year, a big in- 
crease over last year’s showing. 
There were only a few outstanding 
specimens in the lot, however. The 
winning dog was Mrs. C. Davies 
Tainter’s Champion Teckelheim 
Kasperl of Voewood, a black and 
tan that was a good all-around speci- 
men and typical of the breed. Best 
of the bitches was the Astarte Ken- 
nels’ Jolanda von Boris, which beat 
her kennelmate Astarte. Gold Elso 
von. Boris. She was also a good 
type of dachshund, but was easily 
beaten by the dog, which took best 
of winners and best dachshund. 

Only five Scottish deerhounds 
turned out and the best was Mrs. 
P. H. Hilton’s dog Rogie, which beat 
the Dothayn enneis’ dog Mac 
Gregor of Dotayn for winners and 
pts on to take best of the breed. 

There were likewise just a handful 
of Chesapeake Bay dogs and a New 
York owner carried off the honors, 
Anthony A. Bliss’s dog Busy B. beat- 
ing A. C, Garrow’s Chief of Montauk 
in winners and going on to take best 
of breed. 

There was a big gallery around 
ring No. 4 when Henry T. Fleitmann 
judged the lIerry blue. terriers,

Lioyd Hahn of the Boston A. A., 
holder of four world’s records, failed 
last night in attempting to set his 
fifth when he missed by four-fifths 
of a second of smashing the’ mark of 
2:43 3-5, set by Jimmy Connolly five 


years ago for two-thirds of a mile. It 


was the. only special event of the sec- 
ond annual interscholastic meet of 
the Elks, at the 102d Engineers’ Reg- 
iment Armory and was witnessed by 
a cheering crowd of 3,000 school- 
boys. ; 


Hehn’s winning streak was not 
affected by last night’s performance, 
since the two runners.who were to 
have competed against him, the 
record holder, Connolly, and Willie 
Goodwin, failed to put in an appear- 
— so Hahn virtually raced against 

me. ‘ ghee 
* Four schoolboys, John Walsh of 
James Madison, Peter Tropea of New 
Utrecht, Alex Kleinman. of .New 
Utrecht and Joseph Spiezio of New- 
town, paced the Boston flier. 

Walsh toed the line with Hahn 
with the other three: about. twenty 
yards to the rear. They all went off 
together at the crack of Johnny Mc- 
Hugh’s gun and Walsh stepped out 
ahead to lead Hahn by five yards. 


Hahn Spurts at Finish. 
After two laps Walsh dropped out. 
The others sped along for two more 
laps’ and ‘then they, too, slackened 
speed and stepped off the boards. 
Hahn continued alone, not seeming 


to exert himself particularly until 
near the end, when he drove along 
with all the power in his sturdy legs. 
There was a breathless silence while 
the timers gathered, and then there 
was a concerted groan of disappoint- 
ment when Hahn’s time was an- 
nounced as ‘being slower than. the 
existing mark. 

Although Hahn failed to make a 
record, Morris Muslin, of Stuyvesant 
High School propelled himself over 
the bar in the high jump to a height 
never before attained by an Ameri- 
can schoolboy indoors. Muslin broke 
the record of 6 feet % inch of Eddie 
Everard, another Stuyvesant school- 
boy, in 1924. Muslin cleared 6 feet 
2 inches. 

Jack Mara, Newtown High School 
captain and P. S. A. L. half-mile 
champion, captured the half-mile. 
Mara ran a well-judged race and 
after biding his time came up from 
the rear to take the lead on the 
last lap and finish in front of John 
Kelly of New Utrecht, who made a 
game but futile bid on the stretch. 

Brady of George Washington set 
the early pace, with Mara well back 
in the pack. Kelly was jin second 
place and there was a bit of juggling 
for position on the first few laps. 
Mara came up fast-on the bell lap 
and went out in front. 

Kelly waited a little too long before 
he attempted to overtake the flying 
Mara, and although he. sped along 
swiftly at the end he finished a yard 
in back.

|| MYRICK TO: RETIRE: 


AS CUP CHAIRMAN 


Notifies Collom, U. S. L. T. A. 
Head, That. He Will Not 
Accept a Reappointment. 


BUSINESS. .PROMPTS.. MOVE 


New Duties as President of His 
Firm Cause Action—Will Accept 
Place on Committee. 


By ALLISON DANZIG, 

Julian S. Myrick of New York, the 
man who has done more to popular- 
ize the game of lawn tennis through- 
out the United States than any other 
figure since he brought the national 
championship from Newport to For 
est Hills in 1915, and under whose 
initiative the international horizon of 
the game has been extended to em- 
brace twenty-six nations in the Davis 
Cup fold during the seven years’ 
sway of the United States, is step- 
ping down as the generalissimo of 
America’s tennis forces. 

Mr. Myrick announced last night 
from his home in this city that he 
has notified Samuel. H. Collom of 
Philadelphia, the.newly elected Presi- 
dent of the United States Lawn Ten- 
nis Association, that he will not ac- 
cept a reappointment as Chairman 
of the Davis Cup Committee. 

Thus ends the marshalship of the 
man who. took over the direction of 
the country’s Davis Cup destinies in 
the year in which William Tilden 
and William Johnston lifted the cup 
in Australasia and held it until the 


cup was wrested by France last Sep- 
—, at the Germantown Cricket 
lub. 

Mr. Collom shortly will name a 
new Davis Cup Committee to take 
over the work of pr be me Apel a for the 
United States’ first 
the international trophy. Whoever 
falls heir to Mr. Myrick’s mantle will 
assume no smajl task, for in addi- 
tion to determining the players best 
qualified for the team, the commit- 
tee also is faced with the problem of 
deciding whether it shall select two 
teams, as William Tilden and 
Hunter have requested, one to play 
in the American zone and the other 
in the European. 


Prentice Mentioned as Chairman. 


Several men have been prominent- 
ly mentioned as Mr. Myrick’s suc- 
cessor. They ure Bernon 8. Prentice 
of New York, a member of the Davis 
Cuv Committee and Chairman of the 
International Intercollegiate Commit- 
tee; Charles S. Garland of this city, 
captain of last year’s team: Richard 
Norris Williams 2d of Philadelphia, 
-former captain and playing member 
of Davis Cup teams, and James 
Stewart Cushman of New York and 
ewport, who has represented this 
country in tennis councils abroad 
and taken care of arrangements for 
the Wightman Cup team in England. 

Pressure of his brsiness affairs is 
given as the chief reason for his 
decision to retire as head of the 
Davis Cup Committee by Mr. Myrick. 
He recently has been named as the 
President of his firm and his added 
responsibilities, he states, make it 
impossible for him to give the time 
to.Davis Cup affairs that the posi- 
tion of Chairman entails. 

“The public,’’ said Mr. Myrick, 
“little understands the great amount 
of work that has to be done in man- 
aging and arranging these interna- 
tional matches long before they be- 
gin, the correspondence that has to 
be exchanged, the meeting of boats, 
the entertaining of visiting players 
that has to be done .nd the thought 
and labor given to making the nec- 
essary plans and arrangements for 
the various ties. 


Has Served Seven Years. 


“It has been work of the most 
pleasant character and I have en- 
toyed it. and the association of tr >- 
nis keenly. I have done it for seven 
years and cannot give the time to 
it any longer. I feel that it i. time I 
stepped down and let some one else 


take charge. There are no personal 
considerations behind my decision. 
We have had our little squabbles, 
but differences of opinion are al- 
ways bound to occur, and I have 
nothing but the pleasantest mem- 
ories. 

“There is no man in tennis who 
is my friend more than Sam Col- 
lom and I have assured him that I 
am willing to serve on the Execu- 
tive Committee and do anything else 
possible that does not demand too 
much time. If he wishes me to 
serve - the Davis Cup Committee 
I will be glad to. do that, too, but 
not as Chairman.’ 

Mr. Myrick, according to his state- 
ment, has been desiring to step down 
as Chairman of the Davis Cup Com- 
mittee for the last two years. It 
was only at the request of Jones W. 
eu ay the retired President of 
the U. L. T. A., that he ty not 
hand over the reins last yea 
“I felt, elt. said Mr. Myrick, * “that 
the cup was in real danger for the 
first time last year since we won it 
from Australia and that it was hard- 
ly the time for me to step out un- 
der the circumstances.

RACE TRACK BETTING 
BILL IS INTRODUCED 


Cavillier Sponsors Measure to 
Legalize Sharing in Earnings 
of Horses. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 13.—A bill to legal- 
ize race track betting by attempting 
to put it on the same plane, accord- 
ing to its introducer, as deals in fu- 
tures on the grain exchanges was 
presented in the Legislature by As- 
semblyman Louis A. Cuvillier, Demo- 
crat, of New York City, tonight. 

Under the measure a filing fee and 
tax of $25,000 would be collected by 
the State to allow the formation of a 
stock corporation for raising, breed- 
ing, buying, selling and testing the 
skill of horses. The _ corporation 
would be permitted to issue in addi- 
tion to ordinary snares. of stock in- 
dustrial participating»shares in the 
name of particular horses or stables, 
entitling the owner of each share to 
participate in the daily, weekly or 
monthly earnings of the horses or 
stables. 

Advertisements of these industrial 
shares would be exempted from the 
Martin Anti-Fraud law by a special 
provision of the act. 

Ai the close of each day’s business 
at a race all the industrial partici- 
Loin | shares of stock would be sold 
at public auction and a price estab- 
‘lished at which the corporation would 
either buy or sell them according to 
pre earnings of the horse on that 

ay.

ALBANY, Feb. 13.—A bill to pre- 
vent abuse of a provision in the pres- 
ent athletic law which exempts from 
taxation boxing, sparring and wrest- 
ling matches where all the perform- 
ers are amateurs, was introduced 
this evening by Assemblyman ae 
mund F. Cooke of Erie Count ‘ 
the request of the New York tate 
Athletic Commission. 

The Cooke bill provides that this 
exemption shall prevail only ‘‘where 
no admission fee is charged or col- 
lection taken.’ 

“By ponies the. taking up-of 
any collection or none en of any fee 
through trick method Mr. Cooke 
said, ‘‘we shall minke’ certain that 
only’ strictly amateur exhibitions can 
benefit from. the exemption. It has 
been brought to the attention of the 
Athletic Commission that numerous 
(ht gin pe promoters are pulling off 

bouts, advertised as amateur affairs, 
but for which fees are charged or 
collections taken up. The. pur 
of my bill is to stop that practice, 
which is an evasion and violation of 
the athletic law.’’ 

The Cooke bill would exempt from 
all provisions of the State athletic 
law all amateur boxing, sparring or 
wrestling matches held under the 
immediate auspices of the: Amateur 
Athletic Union.

Chicago Cubs have started for their training

There will be a fair sprinkling of ‘‘budding Cobbs’’ 
and perhaps a ‘‘new Hans Wagner’ at St. Peters- 
burg or Fort Myers. 

But it’s too early to worry about those things. There 
are other matters to be settled first. There is the pro- 
fessional ice hockey campaign to be completed and 
the play-off to be staged. The indoor-track season is 
just entering the stretch. College basketball and 
swimming are still on the program. And there are 
those heavyweight bouts in which Johnny Risko will 
argue with Jack Sharkey, and Tom Heeney will de- 
bate with Jack Delaney. There’s a six-day bike race 
in the offing. But perhaps it was a mistake to bring 


that up. 
Cold Cuts. 


As far as the hockey campaign is concerned, the 
Rangers appear to be very much in it, and the Ameri- 
cans appear to, be very much out of it. There is. just 
a faint chance for Shorty Green’s crew to get into 
the play-offs. In fact, it’s what is known as a China- 
man’s chance, and there isn’t a Chinaman on Shorty’s 
team to grasp at it. Some mathematical genius will 
step up to Manager Green in a few weeks and say: 


“You know that faint chance that you had? Well, 
you’ve lost it or mislaid it somewhere. Anyway, it’s 
gone. Better look in your own net. That’s where 
you lost everything else this season.”’ 


The Rangers are heading their own division of the 
hockey. league, but they have thirteen games to play, 
and they are only five clear games ahead of the fourth- 
place team. They will have to keep moving. 


The Boston Bruins are just a game behind Les 
Patrick’s men, and those big boys from Boston are 
showing no signs of weakening. Quite the contrary. 
The fight for first place is important because the 
team that lands on top in the regular season can rest 
on the sidelines while the second and third-place 
teams are battering each other in the first round of 
the play-off. 


The Rangers finished first in their division last 
year and were bumped off by the Bruins, who finished 
second. Les Patrick says that mustn’t happen again. 


Out of the West. 


‘Sir: In all of the news stories concerning the se- 
lection of the Olympic team there is no mention of 
the Indians of New Mexico who did such fine work 
in the East last Spring. This seems strange in view 
of the fact that Quanowahu won the Long Beach 
marathon last May 15 in 2:45:431-5, defeating, among 
others, Whitey Michelson and some of the best run- 
ners in the country. You will also recall that Andrew 
Chimoney won the twelve-mile race at Long Beach on 
July 2 in 1:07:10. Chimoney led the field in that race 
by an easy quarter mile and did not speed up until the 
last two miles. His time was 30 seconds slower than 
the record held by Michelson, but out in this country 
we haven’t any doubt that he can beat Michelson at 
any time and at any place. Chimoney has never been 
defeated, and we are willing to wager slight sums of 
money that he will not be defeated for several years 
to come. He ran the marathon at Gallup, N. M., 
on Aug. 29—26 miles 385 yards—in 2:47 flat with- 
out being extended. 


Trained by a Trader. 


“All these men have been trained by Mike Kirk, the 
Indian trader; who brought them East. last year, and 
he tells me that in Sheeka, a young Zuni Indian, he 
has, one of the best distance runners in the world. 
Mike took four Zufiis to Los Angeles without a day’s 
training and entered Sheeka in a race of 6 and 6-10 
miles, in which he took second to Tom Humphreys, 
a Hopi Indian. Bob Weaver, A. A. U. Commissioner, 
says that Sheeka was ahead of the world’s record at 
the six-mile post. This means nothing as records go, 
of course, but it indicates what wonderful material 
there is among the Indians‘of the Southwest. 

‘‘We are confident that there are boys in the tribes 
of the New Mexico Indians who can conquer the 
world at all distances between six miles and the full 
marathon route.. In the past it was thought that the 
claims made for these Indians were exaggerated by 
loyal Southwesterners, but the Long Beach triumphs 
should have dispelled that notion. When you think 
that these Indians made that long Eastern journey, 
knowing very little about modern methods of train- 
ing, and ran the best of the East into the ground, it 
seems to me that they are entitled to more recognition 
than they are getting. Yours, Kyle S. Crichton, Albu- 
querque, N. M.”’ 


There With Bellis On. 


It’s quite true that the Indians romped off with the 
Long Beach races, and the citizens of New Mexico 
are justified in their pride in the prowess of the Zufis, 
Hopis and other tribes of the Southwest. When they 
performed in this part of the country they. wore the 


_conventional running costume, But out in their own 


sector they wear the Indian style of running suit, 
which consists mostly of bells. 

It seems that the Indian lads are much pleased with 
“the tintinnabulation that so musically wells from the 
bells,” as Edgar Allan Poe put it. Their feet keep 
time. They forget thé fatigue of the road in the en- 
joyment of the harmony. 

Perhaps it’s a good scheme. It will be remembered 
that swimmers who attempted the English Channel 
were cheered and encouraged by volunteer choral so- 
cieties and even hired brass bands in the convoy of 
boats. But probably the idea there was that the victim 
in the water would become so enraged that he or she 
would swim to England to get away from the noise.

SURVIVING VICTORIANS. 


It is now concluded, say London 
dispatches on the centenary of 
GEORGE MEREDITH, that “the Vic- 
torians were a sturdy folk.” This 
reflection arises from the fact that 
when MEREDITH died, in’1909, and 
when THOMAS HARDy died, in 1928, 
each was hailed as the last of the 
great. literary breed. Yet observ- 
ance of the centennial year of the 
birth of the author of “ The Egoist” 
finds, among those participating in 
the ceremonies, Sir EDMUND GOSSE, 
Earl. BALFouR, ROBERT BRIDGES, 
SAINTSBURY, SHAW and—wonder of 
wonders that he should still be alive 
—Sir GEORGE OTTO TREVELYAN. 

The list as given in the dispatches 
is incomplete. The ‘“ Widder of 
Windsor” still had her “’airy gold 
crown on ’er ’ead’’ when from the 
pen of Sir JAMES BARRIE came the 
color and candor of Thrums. VIC- 
TORIA was_still mourning the death 
of BEACONSFIELD when a young 
Anglo-Indian named KIPLING burst 
into brilliance, the same KIPLING 
who is now intent upon a row with 
the County Council around Bur- 
wash. In Ebury Street still lives 
GEORGE MOORE, whose agaceries were 
not unknown to—and lamented by— 
her Majesty. Mr. Scott, who yet 
with firm hand edits The Manchester 
Guardian, is a Victorian, if it be a 
Victorian to have attracted the 
world’s attention during the reign of 
VICTORIA. In the divisions of state- 
craft there are still ASQUITH, Lord 
GREY of Falloden and the Earl of 
ROSEBERY. FORBES-ROBERTSON, who 
appeared before the Queen, is living; 
and all is by no means ended with 
Sir EDWARD ELGAR, who composed 
music for the Diamond Jubilee. Sir 
ARTHUR PINERO had a letter in The 
London Times a few days ago. 

From 1838 to a period after the 
end of the South African War. was a 
long reign, and it was filled with fig- 
ures of glamour and glory. But not 
all of them have passed, to testif 
the tenacity of their breed and th« 
vigor of their endowment. Possibly, 
if Mr. SHAW were asked about it 
he would ascribe this vigor to the 
lack of central heating. 


THE STATE ARCHITECT. 


While every one will wish success 
to Mr. WILLIAM HAUGAARD, the new 
State Architect, the hasty appoint- 
ment of a comparatively little known 
man to that responsible post can 
hardly be regarded as reassuring. 
It would be difficult to find any one 
to fill Mr. SULLIVAN W. JONES’S 
shoes, particularly under the circum- 
stances which surrounded his resig- 
nation. Colonel GREENE, Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, first tendered 
the appointment to one of Mr. 
JONES’s assistants, Mr. WALTER G. 
THOMAS, but he declined it, He had 
no more inclination than his former 
chief to serve’as a “drafting room 
supervisor,” which is all he thinks 
the State Architect’s job amounts to 
under the new régime. Mr. THOMAS 
and Mr. SINNOTT, the deputy who 
resigned earlier in the week, join in 
urging that the position be restored 
to its former independence. They 
feel that the present arrangement is 
both humiliating and unsound. 

Whether the Legislature inter- 
venes or not, the situation that has 
developed in his Depar-ment of Pub- 
lic. Works must give Governor SMITH 
real concern. It may seem strange 
that there should be so much agita- 
tion over what is commonly re- 
garded as a minor function of gov- 
ernment. But the State Architect’s 
work has taken on new importance 
in recent years. Until the Legisla- 
ture and Colonel GreENE undertook 
to. restrict his activities he was 
charged with the lanning and su- 
pervision of the State’s vast build- 
ing program. This was, and is, no 
routine task. Plans must be drafted 
to’ meet: scientific as well as utili- 
tarian and esthetic needs, . They

,The State was indeed) fortunate 
to ‘Secure Mr. JONES’s ‘services as 
State Architect at this critical time. 
He planted the disposition of the 
bond issue moneys. He conducted 
painstaking research in methods of 
construction. . He insisted that hos- 
pitas’ for” the mentally ‘ afflicted 
should be designed with scrupulous 
regard for their assigned functions, 
like an, industrial plant, . He organ- 
ized the work skillfully, and wit 
such admirable spirit that the lead- 
ing architects.in the community were 
glad to assist.in his labors. The new 
prisons and ‘asylums, the State Of- 
fice Building on Capitol Hill in Al- 
bany .(which brought him into sharp 
conflict with Colonel GREENE), the 
twenty-story Psychiatric Institute 
now rising above Riverside Drive— 
all these will be monuments to his 
administration. At least he had the 
opportunity to inaugurate what Gov- 
ernor SMITH has called “ the largest 
“ architectural program in the United 
“ States.”...Many. will feel that it 
was too bad he could not carry it 
through. 


A BAR PRIMARY. 


To the somewhat tepid energies of 
our bar associations in regard to 
judicial nominees we have some- 
times recommended for imitation the 
franker and more vigorous course of 
the Chicago Bar Association through 
its Committee on Candidates. At 
one election that vigor was notably 
manifested. Later results convinced 
the Association that criticism, no 
matter how concrete and even per- 
sonal, had only the feeblest effect, 
once the nominations were made. 
So a new policy was determined on. 
If we haven’t missed any steps of 
the process, last November the As- 
sociation took a referendum vote on 
the renomination and re-election of 
six sitting Judges of the Superior 
Court and twelve of the Municipal 
Court, whose terms expire at the end 
of this year. Only one Judge in each 
class got the number of votes re- 
quired for an endorsement. 

By more than 9 to 1 it was voted 
that the members of the Association 
propose candidates for the places of 
any incumbents unendorsed, the suc- 
cessful names to be placed on the 
Bar Primary ballot in the Bar Pri- 
mary to select nominees to be recom- 
mended by the Association to the 
political parties for election. Five 
sitting Judges of the Superior, 
eleven of the Municipal, Court and a 
considerable number of other candi- 
dates were proposed. Upon these 
choices the Committee on Candi- 
dates has had the delicate duty of 
reporting. Each man’s record is 
given and he is marked as “ quali- 
fied,” ‘‘ well qualified,” “‘ fairly quali- 
fied,” “not: qualified” and so on. 
Some of the objections are sum- 
mary. A member of the Association 
nominated for Superior Court Judge 
is of high scholarship, has engaged 
in general practice for eighteen 
years, but “does not possess the 
requisite qualifications.” 

A sitting Superior Judge of ex- 
perience is qualified by that, but 
“has a testy disposition which the 
passage of years has not tempered.” 
There have been excellent Judges 
with that disposition, only tedious or 
dilatory lawyers getting that “‘ rough 
lick from a Judge’s tongue” which 
RUFUS CHOATE tolerantly, indeed ap- 
preciatively, talked of. ‘‘ Want of 
judicial temperament” is a peremp- 
tory challenge. Soa member of the 
Association who has practiced for a 
generation and is “a lawyer of 
“learning, culture and high char- 
“acter” is barred as “lacking in 
judicial poise.” He has practiced in 
several State Supreme Courts and in 
the United States Supreme Court. 
But he was once a Professor of 
Greek. Probably his pupils upset 
his poise. 

The temperament of another able 
lawyer has been “ questioned,” out 
he passes. A native of Kansas, 
therefore excusably “fluent in 
“speech, temperamentally volatile 
“and somewhat too quick in reach- 
“ing at conclusions,” passes, “ He 
“is not qualified either by tempera- 
“ment or experience,” another is 
marked. We dwell chiefly on the 
unfavorable reports because most of 
their subjects are members of the 
Association. The Committee on 
Candidates is not mealy mouthed. 
There should be spirited “‘doin’s ” at 
the Bar Primary. 


RIVALS IN THE ARCTIC. 

Captain GrorGeE H. WILKINS, the 
Australian aviator and explorer, who 
sailed last Saturday from Seattle 
for Seward, Alaska, to search the 
unmapped Arctic sea for land, 
should prove a dangerous rival to 
the Italian General NOBILE. The lat- 
ter is planning to do the same thing 
in a dirigible. WILKINS is a veteran 
in polar exploration, both in the Arc- 
tic and the Antarctic, although still 
less than 40. To understand the kind 


of man who will match the airplane 


against the dirigible in the Arctic 
the coming Spring, it may be said 
that Grorce H. WILKINS was second 
in command of STEFANSSON’s Cana- 
dian expedition of 1913-1918, also 
second in command of the British 
Imperial Antarctic Expedition of 
1920-1921, naturalist of SHACKLE- 
TON’s last Antarctic expedition of 
1921-1922, and in 1926 and 1927 made 
Point Barrow his base for flights in 
the Arctic Sea in quest of new land. 
Last year he took desperate chances 
as late as June to explore the region 
northeast of Point Barrow, but had 


ito succumb to the weather. -Harlier 





in a flight of 550 miles to the north- 
west he made soundings of 5,440 
meters in 77 degrees 45 minutes 
north and 175 degrees ‘west, which 
seemed to indicate that if there was 
land in that part of the polar basin 
it was a long way off. 

It is worth while reproducing the 
opinions of Captain WILKINS about 
flying conditions in the Arctic Sea. 
No man living is. better informed. In 
the American Geographical Society’s 
“Problems of Polar Research” 
(1928) Captain WILKINS says, from 
a wide experience, that “long-dis- 
“tance flying in the Arctic is not 
“more hazardous than long-distance 
“ flying in other regions.” He adds: 

There are, judging from records 
collected, no smoother air condi- 
tions in the world than those over 
the Arctic Sea during the late Win- 
ter and Spring. * * * The best 
months for aircraft exploration in 
the Arctic are March and April. 

Captain WILKINS declares that 
difficulties due to temperature “ are 
“less in high Arctic latitudes than 
“those contended with daily on mail 
“routes in various other parts of 
“the world.” After April the avia- 
tor is handicapped by fogs, which 
increase as the temperature rises. 
No one knew better than Captain 
WILKINS that his attempt to fly 
from Point Barrow to Greenland the 
first week in June was a forlorn 
hope. Equally bold and tenacious is 
his fellow-pilot, CARL B. EIELSON, 
who was with him in two previous 
Arctic expeditions. It is their pur- 
pose again to fly from Fairbanks 
over the Endicott Mountains, 10,000 
feet high, to Point Barrow. They 
know exactly what they will have 
to expect in assembling supplies, 
that on this third expedition less 


‘time should be lost in preparations. 


Captain WILKINS is so resourceful 
that, with the experience of two ex- 
peditions to draw on, the prospect 
that he will settle one Arctic prob- 
lem—whether there is land in the 
polar basin now unknown to geogra- 
phers—should be more than fair. 


LEISURE FOR CHARACTER. 


Last November an address on 
“Children and Leisure” was made 
by PORTER R. LEE at a conference on 
parent education. It is used as the 
leading article in the current num- 
ber of Child Study. Parents who 
listened may have been somewhat 
shocked by some of the expert’s 
ideas, and those who now read it 
may use some of their own leisure to 
find fault with it as impractical. It 
makes several points that seem to 
contradict the present popular theo- 
ries of self-development. On analy- 
sis, however, the underlying thought 
works toward true self-expression 
by the child. 

Educators have favored a disci- 
plined freedom for children. The 
hours of play, of privacy, of leisure 
and of fellowship are so elaborately 
scheduled that the child’s state of 
mind cannot be one of independence. 
Adults talk about the importance 
of character development through 
the exercise of choice,. yet imagine 
their children are hardening their 
moral fibre by carefully directed 
and supervised play. 

Genuine leisure, with the adult’s 
definition of it as time to do what 
you please, is more valuable to chil- 
dren than ‘hours of training in or- 
ganized games. Given half a chance 
they will invite parents or other 
grown people to share their fun. In 
such circumstances the parents are 
likely to make the mistake of tak- 
ing charge. When this happens, the 
feeling of leisure disappears. The 
children are not playing their own 
absurd, free, happy game, but are 
doing as they are bid. .Their time, 
material and opportunity are no 
longer their own. Their leisure is 
gone. Says the author quoted: “If 
“this begins to sound like a man- 
“date to parents to allow children 
“frequent opportunities to do as 
“they please, regardless of other 
“persons, I confess at once that 
“this is exactly the idea which 
‘‘I mean to convey.” Such opportu- 
nities are indispensable to the devel- 
opment of judgment, social adjust- 
ment and capacity for initiating and 
enjoying play. 


OUR GREEK OBLIGATION. 


President CooLmdGE in a special 
message to the Senate last week 
recommended legislation necessary 
to give effect to the plan of settle- 
ment of the differences arising out 
of the tripartite agreement made 
in 1918 to advance credits to Greece 
in aid of a war program.

since the days of which Homer sang. 
It should almost shame us to reflect 
that the “loan” will not be an un- 
profitable investment. Can our Con- 
gress hesitate on any ground to give 
sanction to this proposal to lend be- 
lated assistance to that country of 
which WEBSTER said that “ we, like 
“the rest of mankind, are greatly

At Albany today 
there is a hear- 
ing before’ the 
joint legislative 
committee of the 
Senate and the Assembly on the 
Mastick-Goodrich bill making wo- 
men eligible for jury service on the 
Same terms as men. To the gen- 
eral public it will probably come as 
a surprise that women in this State 
still rest under this disqualification 
in the face of equal suffrage, wo- 
men in the Legislature and at least 
one woman magistrate on the bench. 

Twenty States and the District of 
Columbia have admitted women to 
jury duty, another twenty States 
have taken no steps to do so, in two 
States the courts have ruled against 
women and in the remainder the 
qualifications and the practice are 
in the process of being worked out. 

It is rather late in the day to enter 
on the psychological arguments for 
woman’s fitness to serve. Recent 
experience in New Jersey and in 
California homicide cases has shown 
that there is no reason to fear ex- 
cessive tenderness on the part of 


woman jurors in dealing with crime. 
On the other hand, there may be 
force in the a priori argument that 
the notorious susceptibility of a male 
jury to female distress in the prison- 
er’s box—when it is a good-looking 
female—may be redressed by the 
presence of women jurors who un- 
derstand women.

A Mothers’ Trade: Union, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your leader on organizing trade unionists’ 
wives in your number of Feb. 11 is of great 
interest to me as a visitor to this country. 
Without wishing to criticize your procedure 
in the United States, I would like to say 
that similar organization of wives and 
mothers is being attempted in England and 
has met with great opposition from most of 
the more advanced political women in my 
country. The Labor Women’s Conference 
this last year defeated a resolution recom- 
mending subsidiary Guilds of Trade Unionist 
wives. That these women should be organ- 
ized, nobody doubts. Equally, if organized, 
they will understand their husbands’ prob- 
lems and support their men more whole- 
heartedly. But those of us who feel that 
the approach of the wife and mother to polit- 
ical and economic problems is a new and 
fresh thing would prefer to see the women 
create a big Housewives and Mothers’ Trade 
Union, whose branches might follow the 
lines of the men’s unions, but not be re- 
garded as belonging to them. 

I am a philosopher’s wife, but I should 
feel it undignified to express my aspirations 
through a Philosophers’ Wives’ Union. Yet 
I would readily take my part in a Trade 
Union of Mothers who would fight for the 
interest of mother and children in the field 
of public health, maternity care, education 
and the nursery school, and opposition to 
destructive activities such as war. Any one 


with experience of the awakening working 
mother knows that she has a real, new, 
vital contribution to make to political think- 
ing, which ought to be expressed in the man- 
ner of her organization. It is the creative 
program of a Mothers’ International which 
might readily make the world ‘“‘safe for 
humanity’? and provide a peel basis ot. a 
world civilization.

The New York Infirmary. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Over on the east side, at Second Avenue 
and fifteenth Street, the New York In- 
firmary for Women and Children has taken 
care of thousands of mothers and babies for 
the last seventy-five years. It is the inten- 
tion of the trustees to close it immediately. 
The hospital was founded by two great 
pioneer workers for feminine equality, the 
Blackwell sisters. 

I don’t mean that this hospital needs 
money especially, although I suppose all 
such institutions could use more funds if 
they had them. There are forty-five doctors 
on. the staff; the clinic in- 1927 had some 
thirty-two thousand patients, who paid 50 
cents each for the sympathetic attention of 
trained female physicians; the ward charge 
is only $3 daily, and the average actual 
cost is $4 per patient; also about half the 
patients are admitted for less than the $3 
rate or absolutely free. Though the staff 
is entirely female, they have, of course, some 
of the best male consultants in the city. 
The institution has one of the lowest death 
rates in the city. For the last few years 
they have lost, on an average, only two out 
of 570 of their childbirth patients, and that 
is a very low percentage. The reason for 
this is the clinic, which takes charge of 
the woman during the pre-natal period, so 
that if any complication sets in she can im- 
mediately be put in the ward for more per- 
sonal attention. The babies are under the 
supervision of the hospital for six months 
after birth, and are, as a matter of fact, 
practically brought up under its care. There 
are whole families on the east side that 
have been born and raised under the watch- 
ful eyes of the doctors. 

The New York Infirmary is the natural 
field for women physicians. There are a few 
cases that can be pointed out where women 


have reached rather high positions in other 
hospitals, but the very fact that these few 
instances are s0 8 tacular proves their 
rarity. As for the mothers being sent to 
other hospitals, it must be recalled that these 
are not women of means and education. Lack 
of funds and, more especially, prejudice and 
fear are not to be easily discounted. Their 
husbands, their religions, their moral codes— 
call it what you will—but some pressure will 
keep these women from receiving the as- 
sistance of male physicians. And this is the 
only hospital in New York City where such 
women can demand female doctors and get 
them. Closing of the institution would mean 
relegating its present clientele to the mie- 
ieval practices of the midwife. What is td 
become of #Il the families on the east side 
who, for seventy-five years, have depended 
upon this organization for medical aid? And 
what is to come of the women doctors 
who have spent their lives in giving sympa- 
thetic and trained assistance to a large 
public?

Explanation of the New’ Treasury | 
Plans and Proposals. ._ _ 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A bill is pending in Congress to 
confer authority upon the United 
States Treasury, Department to ad- 
vance to the Republic of Greece the 
sum of $12,167,000. An impression 
prevails in some quarters that this 
advance has no basis except post-war 
philanthropy. This is erroneous; 
the “loan’’ is only the fulfillment of 
a wartime obligation toward Greece 
which the United States- undertook 
as part of its war-making program, 

In December, 1917, the three ‘major. 
allies, the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and France, desired campaigning 
effort on the part of Greece on the 
Macedonian front to the limit of her 
capacity, but Greece, little and poor, 
had no resources in the way of 
equipment and no.money or credit 
with which to buy it or to pay her 
army on its largest war footing.

Depict Scenes of City’s History 
. From Days of William Penn 
to Its Incorporation. 


GREAT FUTURE PREDICTED 


State and City Officials Trace 
Records of Century at Start 
of Week’s Celebration.

CAMDEN, N. J., Feb. 13.—Camden 
began the celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of its birth as an incor- 
porated city today. The celebration 
will last a week. 

The official opening took place to- 
night, when Governor Moore, Mayor 
Price, Representative Wolverton and 
Senator Edge spoke at a mass meet- 
ing in Convention Hall, tracing the 
past and painting a prosperous fu- 
ture for Southern New Jersey’s in- 
dustrial centre. 

A number of historical loan exhibi- 
tions were opened to the public this 
morning, and the first of several days 
of pageantry, depicting the city’s his- 
tory from the time of William Penn, 
long before its incorporation, was 
part of the program. 

More than 300 Camden residents 
participated in a series of historical 
tableaux. The opening depicted Wil- 
liam Penn describing the advantages 
of Western New Jersey at a Quaker 
meeting in oy gg In the group 
were William ne and John Fen- 
wick, the first Quakers to come to 
America. 

Other historical pictures included 
the wi yong of amin Frank- 
lin as a boy in Camden; the evacua- 
tion of Fort Mercer; Count Pulaski’s 
escape from a Hessian bullet; forma- 
tion of a charter for the city ata 
public meeting in November, 1826; 
the maiden run of the John Bull, the 
first steam train to run into Camden 
from Bordentowm in January, 1834, 
and-Walt Whitman, the ‘‘Good Gray 
Poet of Mickle Street.’’ 

The committee has placed large 
wooden markers at twenty-five of 
the city’s historical spots and bronze 
tablet; will be installed at sites that 
are part of Camden’s history.

Editor, Accused. of Taking Bribe 
to Discredit Her, Sues 
‘Another for Libel.

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BERLIN, Feb. 13.—Whether Mme. 
Anastasia Tchaikovsky, now in the 
‘United States, is the Grand Duchess 
Anastasia, youngest daughter of-the 
late Czar of Russia, or the daughter 
of a Polish peasant, reached a new 
and more critical oF today. The 
Nacht Ausgabe published a series of 
articles a year ago in :which that 
paper came to the conclusion, after 
a g investigation, that Mme. 
Tchaikovsky is not Anastasia. 

Later the Taeglische Rundschau 
defended the woman of mystery, and 
in its series accused the editor of 
accepting a bribe of from 20,000 to 
25,000 marks from the Duke of Hesse 
to discredit Anastasia. A libel suit 
followed this assertion, and the first 
session of the case was held today. 

Since both newspapers represent 
parties of the political Right, the first 
one the Nationalists and the Rund- 
schau the Peoples Bate every ef- 
fort was made to settle the affair out 
of court because of the coming elec- 
tions. The Nacht Ausgabe, however, 
refused to withdraw the case unless 
the Rundschau unequivocally © ac- 
knowledged its mistake and apol- 
ogized. is the Rundschau refused 
to do so and the case was adjourned 
for four weeks to pérmit further 
negotiations for settlement. 

ere is every likelihood that the 

Duke and Duchess von Leuchtom, 
with whom Mme. Tchaikovsky lived 
since leaving a Berlin sanatorium, 
and the Duke of Hesse will be cailed 
as. witnesses and the identity of 
Mme. Tchaikovsky will become a 
real issue:- The Duke of Hesse, who 
is.a.brother-of the late Czarina, is 
said*to be interested in proving that 
Mme. Tchaikovsky is not Anastasia, 


“since then he would be the heir to a 


sum of money left by the Romanoffs 
which now has no claimant. This 
sum is.variously estimated at from 
$2,000,000 to $15,000,000, though the 
editor of the Nacht Ausgabe declared 
this rumor also proved to be a myth. 


Doctor Here Credits Her Story. 


While Mme. Anastasia Tchaikov- 
sky was keeping to herself yester- 
day, Dr. Josef F. Kapp, a German 
physician with offices at the Hotel 
Buckingham, 101 West Fifty-seventh 
Street, came forward with a state- 


ment, frankly offered for ‘‘what it 
may be worth,”’ relative to the visit- 
or’s claims. Mme. Tchaikovsky came 
to this country last week on the 
Berengaria, and since then she has 
been “stopping at some undivulged 
place, She will visit, event » 
Mrs. William B. Leeds, the former 
Princess Xenia. 

“In the Summer of 1925,’’ said Dr. 
Kapp, ‘‘while in Berlin, I received 
an invitation from my friend, Dr. 
Franz Gruenterg, Kriminal-Kom- 
missar, to visit him at’ his home, 
Wilhelmstrasse 15, Berlin S. W., and 
to. consult there. Mme. Anastasia 
Tcherkovsky, then a guest at his 
house. 

“At that time Mme. Tcherkovsky 
was very reluctant and timid, and 
only after I had won her confidence 
was she willing to.converse freely 
and without restraint with Mrs. 
Kapp, who had come with me, and 
myself. 

“I. noticed,..if. my memory serves 
me right, two distinct deepenings in 
the rietal bones of Mme. Tcher- 
kovsky’s cranium, one right on top 
and affecting both parie » another 
on the left side, corresponding to 
that part of the brain right near the 
fissure of Sylvius, where understand- 
ing of words is located.

The policeman first told him to move 
on, according to Howard, and then 
arrested him for reckless driving 
when he started his machine. Mr. 
Buckner assigned Horace G. Hitch- 
cock, a member of his legal staff, to 
defend Howard when the process 
server is arraigned befors a Justice 
of the Peace in Freeport this morn- 
ing. Howard: was not detained in 
i , but was served with a summons 
© appear in court. 

Police Chief John N. Hartman of 
Freeport told reporters that he 
knew nothing about the arrest. He 
said that when his policemen served 
summonses for traffic law violations 
they did not make reports at Police 
Headquarters until after the cases 
came up in court. 


Phillips House Well Guarded. 


Newspaper reporters who sought to 
interview Phillips at his home sev-

SENATOR D. [. WALSH 
HITS AT LOBBYISTS 


He Proposes Rules Amendment 
Requiring Them to Register and 
Submit to Questioning. 


SIMILAR TO CARAWAY BILL 


Employers Also Would Be Forced 
toGive Full Details of Attempts 
to Influence Legislation.

WASHINGTON,. Feb. 13.—Senator 
David I. Walsh of Massachusetts 
proposed in the Senate today an 
amendment to the rules to require 
lobbyists to register with the Secre- 
tary of the Senate and to appear, 
upon the Senate’s order, before the 
Rules Committee to give full in- 
formation as to any of their efforts 
to ‘influence legislation.”’ 

The proposal led Senator Caraway. 
of Arkansas: to say: that his anti- 
lobby bill had been favored by a 
subcommittee of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, which would soor urge the 
full committee to report it to the 
Senate. The bill provides a. penalty 
of from $100 to $1,000 and up toa 
year in jail for a lobbyist’s failure 
to register not only his and his em- 
ployer’s names, but also ‘details of 
salary and expenses, .including a 
complete. monthly report covering 
the money spent on entertainments 
and otherwise. 

Senator Walsh hopes to speak to- 
morrow on lobbying, which he said 
today was ‘‘never more flagrantly 
exercised than now.”’ It is believed 
he will allude to the interest shown 
by certain former Senate and House 
members in legislation. 

The Walsh amendment proposes 
that ‘all persons employed for hire 
as attorneys or agents to represent 
individuals, ‘partnerships, societies, 
corporations or foreign Governments 
to advocate or oppose pending legis- 
lation’? must register the fact of em- 
ployment, details of the legislation 
and their employer’s name with the 
Senate Secretary. 

The amendment also proposes that, 
on motion of a Senator, supported 
by a majority vote of the Senate, 
“any designated employe”? must ap- 
pear before the Rules Committee and 
give the ‘‘names of all persons for 
whom he is employed,” and, if he 
is an employer, the names of those 
hired to ‘‘influence .legislation,’’ and 
an account of all expenditures ‘‘in- 
curred or promised.’’ 

Committee chairmen under the pro- 
posal could require. all persons ap- 
a geo before them to state whether 
hey ‘were employed to advocate or 
oppose legislation. ‘‘A list of employ- 
ers so disclosed’’ would be retained, 
and on the motion of any committee 
member ‘‘any designated employer’’ 
would. be called. to furnish all the 
facts regarding purpose, employment 
and. expenses, vata 

The Caraway bill would define 
lobbying as .‘‘any. effort to influence 
the action of Congress upon any mat-

GANGSTER SLAIN 
ON A JERSEY ROAD 


John Spolitto, Who Was to Have 
Been Tried for Blackmail 
Feb. 20, Shot in Back. 


KILLERS FLEE IN AN AUTO 


Shoot at Close Range as He Walks 
Along Alone—Police Think Gang 
Feared He Would Talk.

SOUTH RIVER, N. J., Feb. 13.— 
A week before he was to go on trial 
for blackmail, John S,olitto, 28 years 
ola, was silenced by gangdom’s usual 
method—a bullet in the back. On 
Feb. 20 he was to be tri.d at Morris- 
town, N. J., for attempted blackmail- 
ing of Michael Barone, former 
Mayor of Netcong, N. J. Last night, 
at 10:30 o’clock, Spolitto walked un- 
der an arc light halfway up the 
Drury Hili Road which leads into the 
New Brunswick Turnpike. 

Two shots were fired in quick suc- 
cession and a car sped away in the 
darkness. Mrs. Joseph Vislosky, 
whose house is directly back of the 
are light, looked out, heard the 
speeding car, but heard no commo- 
tion and went back in the house. A 
few moments later Arlington Mul- 
liare of Bound Brook halted his car 
before Spolitto, who was lying prone 
in the middle of the road in the full 
glare of the light. : 

He was still breathing but died 
soon afterward, from a bullet wound 
in the back of his neck, as it de- 
veloped at the autopsy, fired so close 
that it burned his overcoat. It broke 
the vertebrae. Another bullet struck 
him in the _ but was deflected by 
a bill fold and inflicted only a super- 
ficial wound. 

Chief County Detective Ferd David 
and Polife Chief Charles Eberwein 
recognized Spolitto immediately. He 
had been in trouble many times, but 
with one exception had avoided con- 
viction. In 1924 he was arrested and 
pleaded guilty to assaulting a girl by 
slashing her face with a knife. He 
was sentenced to fifteen months in 
the Rahway Reformatory. 

Chief berwein. and Detective 
David were confident tht he was 
a member of a g of blackmailers 
which had worked in that section, 
Many wealthy Italian residents had 
turned over to the_ police oak ic 
written notes demanding $5, to 
$10,000 upon threat of death, abduc- 
tion of young children or serious 
personal injury. 

The detectives had two theories for 
the murder. One was that members 
of his gang feared he woul not keep 
silence. e other was that a vic- 
tim or intended victim did to Spolitto 
what he had so often threatened to 
others.

In giving ‘‘These Modern Women” 
& nasty dose of their own vile-tast- 
ing medicine, Lawrence Langner 
has written a simple and pleasant 
three-act comedy, generally well 
Played at the Eltinge Theatre last 
evening. From all the pseudo-scien- 
tific tenets and rational neuroses of 
the liberated female he has pu‘ to- 
gether another unpleasant part for 
Chrystal Herne and attractive parts 
for--several others—Minor “Watson 
and Helen Flint in particular. Miss 
Herne plays with the same frigid 
duplicity she spread across ‘‘Craig’s 
Wife,’’ although the current part 
implies detailed interpretation of a 
less cool and calculating woman. By 
consistently understating the char- 
acter of'the husband, Minor Watson 
is delightfully entertaining. 
Before Mr. Langner’s triangle has 
ventured very far afield it becomes a 
quadrangle. Roberta Watson Coak- 
ley, one of the militant new women, 
looks upon every situation rationally. 
She lectures upon politics, sociology, 
‘‘wages for wives,’’ and when neces- 
sary she can oblige a parson by 
speaking over the radio ‘‘on any sub- 
ject remotely related to Christian- 
ity.”” She engages a scientifically 
trained college graduate to bring up 
her small boy a to the most 
modern principles. Finding her nine- 
year old love for her husband rather 
8 she proposes rationally to 
ope the week-end with a visiting 
nglish novelist, and counsels—nay, 
urges—her husband also to freshen 
up under the affectionate ministra- 
tions of his smitten secretary. 
Viewed through the sanitary spec- 
tacles of scientific reasoning, mar- 
ried life appears simple to her. One 
can have one’s cake and eat it, too 
She has reckoned with everything 
except the fervor of a genuine, un- 
selfish devotion. For Annabelle, the 
young secretary, no thought of 
a ee amour with the man she 
ener. oves. Thus, in the last act, 
Robe finds herself sonless, hus- 
ess diess and loverless, 
withal. Revising the ‘‘sex ethic,” as 
the gownsmen nowadays vely de- 
scribe it, does involve these unac- 
countable human vagaries. { 
As the brief description of the plot 
may indicate, Mr. Langner has not 
written with much imagination or 
. His dialogue is seldom bril- 
t — for a light comedy of 
manners t merits infinite skill in 
turning phrases and infinite dexter- 
ity in satire and uta. But in ma- 
nipulating his seven characters, and 
in copying down the modish conver- 


drawing-rooms, he has been suffici- 
Se Mgr mtg to keep ‘These 
M Women” generally entertain- 
ing. As a director of the Theatre 
Guild, Mr. Langner has learned the 
craftsmanship of the trade, and he 
knows particularly the trick of con- 
elu acts. At the end of act 
two, for example, Roberta beats 
frantically on the locked door that 
separates the lib from her cham- 
And at the close of the play, 
after everyone has deserted, ast the 
sky has fallen about her ears, she 
accepts a telephone invitation to 
rationally before a convention 
of modern women. 
well as Mr. Langner, know the 
theatrical value of the final thrust. 
Playing the part of Roberta, Miss

Those who assembled at the The- 
atre Masque last night spent a short 
interlude with Warren F. Lawrenée, 
brother of the better known Vincent 
Lawrence, who was being given a 
Broadway hearing in the play 
called ‘“‘Quicksand.’’ This is, so far 
as the records show, his initial effort 
as a playwright; moreover, it is cer- 
tainly nothing to be ashamed of. 
Like his brother, the newcomer 
falters a bit at the end. He has 
provided a promising first act, a 
less interesting penultimate one, and 
a rather preposterous conclusion. 
But, considering the play as a whole, 
it is. probably on the right side of 
the ledger: its merits are a shade 
more numerous than its deficiencies. 
‘‘Quicksand”’ is a moderately inter- 
esting murder melodrama with intel- 
lectual, ee ay! psychological, pre- 
tensions. he murder is merely in- 
cidental to its development, a cir- 
cumstance which is rather obscured 
4 the importance given. it in the 
first act, when its commission is il- 
lustrated by one of those flash-back 
scenes which the movies cherish. But 
after that the play poses one or 
two difficult ethical questions—it be- 
comes, in sum, the lawyer’s dilemma. 
What, for instance, should Robert 
Clayton, the young attorney, do when 
he falls in love with Mary Spencer, 
the woman whose husband he is de- 
fending? What action should he 
take when he finds that the Spencers 
are members of a criminal fang and 
that, years before, they had been in- 
strumental causin Clayton’s 
brother to be put to death for a crime 
of which he was innocent? 

The latter perplexity does not rise 
to trouble him until he has obtained 
an acquittal for Spencer, who is 
shown in the first-act flashback to 
be not guilty. But in the meantime 
the attorney is hopelessly entangled 
with Mrs. Spencer. What to do? 
What to do? 

Mr. Lawrence elects to have it 
shown that Mrs. Spencer is a mem- 
ber of the ang somewhat against 
her will and tha she had no concern 
with the plot which sent the lawyer’s 
brother to his death. Then he ar- 
ranges to have the husband, fresh 
from his release on the murder 
charge, caught by the police, while 
the wife, in turn, gives herself Be. 
Five years is said to be the probable 
length of her sentence, and as the 
curtain falls her lawyer-lover is mak- 
ro eae to get her released before 


at. 

Robert Ames, playing with his 
usual competence, makes an attrac- 
tive figure of the lawyer. Anne For- 
rest, a statuesque blonde, is an ac- 
ceptable Mrs. Spencer. A lean, be- 
spectacled actor by the name of Seth 
Arnold achieves something of a per- 
sonal success with his dry and caus- 
tic comments as a doctor friend, and 
the others do well enough. 
‘‘Quicksand’”’ is the second offer- 
ing on Broadway of Anna Held Jr., 
who seems more than a little deter- 
mined to become a theatrical pro- 
ducer rather than to follow in her 
mother’s footsteps as an actress.

MUSIC

Concert of Hungarian Music. 


A program of Hun orches- 
tral: music, which had as its princi- 
pal attraction the piano concerto of 
Bela Bartok, with the composer as 
soloist, was given last night in Car- 
negie Hall by the Cincinnati Sym- 
phony Orchestra, Fritz Reinsr con- 
ductor. Mr. Reiner and Mr. Bartok 
gave their services for this concert, 
organized under the auspices of the 
Hungary Society of America for the 
establishment of a foundation for 
Hungarian scholarships. The pur- 
pose of these scholarships, which 
aim to promote better understanding 
between the Hungarian and Ameri- 
can cultures, was explained in the 
course of the concert from the stage. 
What the presént chronicler is con- 
cerned with is the music that the 
occasion brought forth. 

Bartok’s piano concerto was heard 
for the first-time in this city. It had 
been scheduled for performance when 
Mr. Bartok made his first bow to an 
American ; audience with the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra on last 
Dec. 22, Because of the difficulty of 
the orchestral part, and unsufficient 
time for rehearsal, Mr. Mengelberg 
postponed the concerto and accepted 
in its place Mr. Bartok’s perform- 
ance of the piano’ part of his first 
Rhapsody for Orchestra, op. 1. 
Thanks to Mr. Reiner we have now 
the opportunity to compare side by 
side Bartok’s opus 1 and the work 
which ranks as his most important 
recent contribution to the literature 
of modern music. 


The two. compositions are very far 
apart. The ing sere) was youthful, 
tentative in its handling of material, 
full of an agreeable melody and a 
poetic spirit.. The concerto is shorn 
of all this youthful feeling and 
aroma of romance. As surely as the 
one score came before the war and 
typified, perhaps, the state of mind 
of the young men of that period, so 
surely does the concerto heard last 
night bear the impress of post-war 
ideas and — in art, being stark 
and astringent in its manner, anti- 
romantic and spare of ideas. These 
ideas are juggled with a kind of 
futile energy and gloom. The orches- 
tra growls and reverberates. Against 
its black colors the piano, or certain 
solo instruments, now and again 
sketch a fragment of a theme. But 
the theme that seems to be preparing 
does not come. 

There is a difficult and brilliant 
ge part which is as hard as glass. 

he slow movement has some strange 
measures, measures that gain color 
as much from the effect of instru- 
ments of percussion as from any 
other source. There is, perhaps, the 
influence of Stravinsky—‘‘perhaps’’ 
because in more than one period of 
music histo two composers have 
hit upon related ideas. 

The writer has now heard a re- 
hearsal and a performance of this 
concerto in Europe and a second per- 
formance last night. It is impossible 
for him to rank it among the best of 
Bartok’s composition. Like too many 
other composers, his invention seems 
to flag as his mastery of technic 
grows. Much of the work heard last 
night lacks musical substance, and 
the composer ap s to rely upon 
sheer rhythm and various whackings 
of pulsatile instruments to help him 
along. He has become manneristic. 

There was an excellent perform- 
ance by the orchestra, and Mr. Bar- 
tok yed the piano part with 
abundant ener and in a technical 
way peculiarly his own. After this 
concerto and after the performance 
of his two ‘‘Duex Images’’ for 
orchestra he was called back repeat- 
oy to the stage. 

e prefer the second of the 
‘‘Images’’—the ‘‘Village Dance’’—to 
the. concerto, finding in it spon- 
taneity and vitality if not as much 
that is calculated and stylistic. The 
other works on the program were 
the gay and por humoresque for 
small orchestra, ‘‘Carnival,’’ by Leo 
einer; the delicious humor and

Despite Huge Size Causes 
Curious Phenomenon. 


EXPLAINS EARTH’S CHARGE 


He Tells Engineers of Death of Posi+ 
tive Electricity, Leaving Negative 
__ Excess for Air Current, 


A new explanation of the varying 
bands and spots of color on the 
planet Jupiter was put forward: last 
night by Dr. W. F. G. Swann, Di- 
rector of the Bartol Research Foun- 
dation of Franklin Institute; who

upiter’s diameter is eleven times as 
eat as that of the earth, and yet 

upiter’s day is only 9 hours 55 
minutes. According to one calcula- 
tion, Jupiter has a magnetic field 
twenty times as great as that of the 
earth; according to another calcula- 
tion, 100,000 times as great as that 
of the earth. . Great electrical effects 
in ene atmosphere may be the 
result. 


Sets Forth New Theory. 
Dr. Swann touched on Jupiter’s 


‘curious appearance after he had set 


forth a new theory to account for 


the earth's magnetic charge. He sug- 
gested reasons for thinking that a 
slow death of pave electricity 
might be taking ? e on earth, leav- 
ing an excess of negative sufficient 
to cause the earth’s electrical charge 
under the influence of rotation. After 
discussing other explanations of the 
earth’s electrical c e, Dr. Swann 
set forth his own as follows: 

“It is possible to adopt an entirely 
different view as to e origin of 
the earth’s charge. Modern theory 
teaches us that the structure of mat- 
ter is electrical; and a cubic centi- 
meter of the earth contains so much 
positive and negative electricity that 
if these amounts could be separated 
and concentrated at two points one 
centimeter apart they would attract 
each other with a force of a hundred 
million million million tons. <A very, 
very slow but continual death of the 
positive electricity would leave a sur- 
pine of negative which was sufficient 

provide for the atmospheric elec- 
tric current. As a matter of fact, to 
account for the atmospheric electric 
current, it would be sufficient to as- 
sume a rate of death which was so 
slow that only one-half of 1 per cent. 
of the earth’s mass would disappear 
in a hundred million million million 
years. To merely postulate such a 
state of affairs without regard to 
the other facts of natural philosophy 
would be to run the danger which 
one would incur in things politic 
were he to alter one of the nation’s 
laws without considering its bearing 
on everything else. It has been pos- 
sible, however, to incorporate this 
idea of a slow death of electric 
charge as a result of the earth’s ro- 
tation into a consistent scheme of 
electrodynamics, and: at the same 
time to secure that the rotation shall 
provide an explanation for that other 
aeesy the earth’s magnetic field. 

oreover, it is possible to make this 
remoulding of our physical laws so 
as to conform to the right ratio of 
the magnetic field of the earth to 
that of the sun. 

“Further, the theory suggests a 
possible origin of the knowr mag- 
netic fields of sun spots, magnetic 
fields 5,000 times as great as that 
of the earth. Indeed, according to 
one interpretation of the theory, the 
velocity of matter in the sun spots 
need be no greater than about eighty 
kilometers per second in order to 
provide for the magnetic activity 
which they exhibit. 


Gigantic Magnetic Field. 
The planet Jupiter presents us with 
another heavenly body of interest for 
comparison, for its diameter is eleven

its magnetic field primarily two pos- 
sibilities, a field twenty times that 
of the earth, or a field a hundred 
thousand: times as great as the 
earth’s field. The latter possibility, 
while speculative, suggests interest- 
ing possibilities as regards the kind 
of aurora which Jupiter might be 
expected to show, and it is not in- 
conceivable that the ligut of such an 
aurora may play a part in explaining 
certain peculiarities of the light 
which appears to be reflected from 
Jupiter’s surface.’’ 

Discussing other accounts of the 
—* electrical charge, Dr. Swann 
said: 

‘‘Many years ago it was suggested 
that the earth’s charge might arise 
from negatively charged particles or 
electrons shot into our earth from 
the sun. The difficulty attending 
this explanation lies in the very 
great penetrating power which the 
corpuscles would have to possess in 
order to s through our atmos- 
phere, which is comparable in ab- 
sorbing power with a column of 
mercury 76 centimeters high. 

“For many years we have had in- 
formation pointing to the existence 
of a very penetrating radiation of a 
hard X-ray type. which enters. our 
atmosphere from outside and breaks 
up some of its molecules into positive 
and negative charges. The source of 
this radiation is one of the most in- 
teresting speculations of cosmical 
physics y. It is possible by 
méans of this radiation to visualize 
one method by which the earth’s 
charge may be maintained. For we 
know that when such rays eject elec- 
trons from atoms, they hurl them out 
in the directions of.their own line of 
The cosmic rays are like bul- 
lets. fired downward from a lot of 
guns in space and the electrons 
which are knocked out of the atoms 
by these bullets continue their down- 
ward Sight. Those electrons which 
are ejected from the upper regions 
of the atmosphere will be absorbed 
by the layers of air below, but, nev- 
ertheless, the earth will receive elec- 
trons from those layers of air which 
are, as it were, within striking dis- 
tance of it. The further the electrons 
are able to travel through the air 
without absorption the greater the 
thickness of the atmosphere from 
which electrons will be fired into the

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MAKES RADIO SET. 
OF ETHER MUSIC BOX 


Professor Theremin Discovers 
Machine Can Be: Used to — 
‘Receive Programs. 


DEMONSTRATES IT TONIGHT 


Musical Accompaniment May Be 
Played on Device at Same 
Time, He Reports. 


Professor Leon ‘Theremin, who 
waves his hands before an ‘‘ether 
music” machine to produce melodies, 
has discovered how he can convert 
the instrument to act as a standard 
broadcast receiver or ‘‘ether” re- 
ceiver by just turning a switch, he 
said yesterday. His pian ‘is to de- 
velop the machine to be of greater 
utility so that the owner of a radio 
set can listen in to broadcasters or 
wave his’ hands and make his own 
music. He will demonstrate the 
principle of the invention tonight in 
Carnegie Hall. 

Through the use’of a three-position 
switch and an aerial, Professor The- 
remin said his ‘‘ether music’’ box 
can be converted into an ordinary 
receiver. With the switch in the first 
position, the apparatus functions only 
as an “ether music’ machine, de- 
pending on the ability of the operator 
for the music obtained. The second 
position converts the machine into a 
combination unit, permitting the op- 
erator to receive broadcast music and 
to accompany it on the machine, 
while the third position converts it 
into an ordinary receiver. 

Professor eremin’s apparatus 
works ‘upon the heterodyne theory, 
but with this difference: The rela- 
tionship between the two circuits in- 
volved is three to five instead of one 
to one. One circuit is constant, while 
the other is variable and has a range, 
adjustable at the will of the oper- 
ator, between frequencies from 
to 5,000 cycles. The relationship be- 
tween the two circuits, however, 
must always be within the three to 
five ratio.

After a Midwinter: ‘Holiday 
_ The Business Outlook in 
the “Dead Season.” . “ 


et om mf 

All important markets in this coun- 
try were closed for holiday yester- 
day, and no business was done at the 
banks or in foreign exchange. 

After some of our national holli- 
days, the business community is apt 
to come back to work prepared ‘for 
a new turn of some sort:in*thebusi- 
ness situation, That is always the 


September and the end ‘of ‘May,’ for 
instance; but it‘is nevér so’ in’ the 
middle of February. Traditionally, 
this month is the period of inertia in 
trade, of pure conjecture regarding 
agriculture and, as a rule, of. uncer- 
tainty in both money market and 
stock market. It:was at this: time 
of year that even Wall Street grew 
apprehensive in 1926 regarding un- 
Pleasant possibilities of the imme- 
diate business future... The fears 
then entertained turned out to be un- 
founded. If the same season in 1927 
was marked by entire absence of ap- 
prehension regarding the setback in 
trade, which nevertheless arrived in 
unmistakable shape a few months 
later, that was merely another proof 
of the difficulty of reading the future 
in midwinter. ; 

Still, we have had some very re- 
cent surprises in the way of changes 
in the course of trade, and they have 
come at the season when important 
developments of the kind are not 
always expected. The reversal of 
conditions prevalent in the steel trade 
was. not wholly unexpected; there 
were some signs of it, even during 
the depression of December.’ But the 
rapidity with which orders came in 
and production was restored, last 
month, as soon as a concerted move 
to put up prices gave. the impetus, 
has taken even trade authorities un- 
awares. Most of them have now 
reached the conclusion that _Novem- 
ber and December were months of 
‘“‘underconsumption,’’ and that the 
lost ground has to be recovered be- 
fore consumers of steel will be in 
shape to meet their own normal re- 
quirements. 

When that happens under the pres- 
ent régime of hand-to-mouth buying 
and low inventories, the process of 
replenishment is always rapid. It 
was so, even at the end of 1922 and 
1924, although manufacturers then

carry today. On all such. occasions, 
a demonstration of the kind in one 
trade will raise the questions, first 
whether"tHe process of replenishing 
supplies.is to be brief or saahibieed, 
and next»whether other. industries 
are to, have the: same. experience, 
That .is the particular.matter of in- 
terest now before the markets. 

There are’several possibilities. One 
is based on.the recognized fact that 
unsold stocks of other commodities 
than steel products, in the hands of 
merchants and manufacturers, dre 
as a rule not large and that, there- 
fore, any revival of inquiry from con- 
sumers should affect the market for 
other goods as it has already affected 
steel and iron. The prospect of such a 
sequel is naturally judged in the light 
of the: old tradition: that.the steel 
trade’s movement indicates what. is 
to happen in other industries a little 
later. It certainly did so after the 
trade reaction early in 1924, when 
production and consumption of steel 
was rising rapidly, months before the 
expansion of general business. . 

Another and different possibility 
has suggested itself from the facts, 
first’ that the increased buying of 
steel has been occasioned largely by 
causes, such as the new activities in 
motor-car production, which . are 
peculiar to that industry; second, that 
revival in the steel trade has occa- 
sionally (last March, for instance) 
failed ‘to foreshadow correctly the 
course of other trades and, third, that 
return -of activity in general busi- 
ness, after a period of reaction, has 
usually followed some distinctly. fa- 
vorable turn of events with a bearing 
on business confidence. At the end 
of 1922, the progressive fall in money 
rates provided the necessary im- 
petus; in 1924, it-was the unexpect- 
edly profitable season for the grain 
and cotton crops and a Presidential 
election whose results were gratify- 
ing to the business community. Until 
those stimulating influences ap- 
peared, business activities continued 
hesitant. ; 

It is conceivable that business at 
large will pursue a waiting policy 
until it is known what shape these 
underlying influences are to assume 
in 1928; more especially, perhaps, 
the longer sequel to the Reserve 
Banks’ attitude in the money mar- 
ket. It is also conceivable that the 
relaxing of consumers’ purchases 
during the last half of 1927 will turn 
out to have left accumulated require- 
ments so large that the filling of 
them will necessitate the immediate 
speeding up of general industry. The 
next three or four months will prob- 
ably tell the story.

Firmer Money Foreshadowed. 


Readjustment from 3% to 4 per 
cent,.in the rediscount rates of all 
Federal Reserve Banks throughout 
the country is expected to be com- 
pleted within the next week, and the 
general opinion in Wall Street bank- 
ing circles is that this will be fol- 
lowed by a firmer range of money 
rates. The 4 per cent. rediscount rate 
at New York has been drawing funds 
from districts where the 3% per cent. 
rate still prevailed, and this has 
tended to counteract the effects of 
the higher rate here. Seasonal in- 
fluences will soon begin to work for 
dearer money, as the early farming 
requirements and commercial needs 


make themselves felt..Thus far the 
rediscount rate change here has not 
produced any contraction of stock 
market credit, brokers’ loans having 
risen $19,000,000 to a new high record 
last week. 


Aspects of ‘New Financing. 


If the activities of the first six 
weeks of 1928 may.be taken as a 
guide, new financing this year will 
run well below the record-breaking 
total that was piled up in 1927. So 
far this year new bond offerings have 
totaled $770,000,000, which compared 
with more than $1,000,000,000 in the 
corresponding period of last year. 
The first month and a half of 1927 
contained some phenomenal periods 
of new -financing, principally the 
week of Feb. 4, when records for all 
time were broken with an aggregate 
of $300,000,000 of new bond offerings, 
a record that has not since been ex- 
ceeded—these facts, incidentally, de- 
priving of much of its force the 
argument that the $117,000,000 in- 
crease in brokers’ loans since Decem- 
ber was, due to new underwritings, 
since brokers’ loans in the same pe- 
riod last year decreased $67,000,000. 


Judged by ordinary standards, how- 
ever, this year’s new Gpencing, so 
far, has been active, and it will be 
enlarged shortly by a number of im- 
portant foreign loans.

The Rally in Sterling. 


Sterling exchange has ceased to be 
influenced by the pressure that fol- 
lowed the advances in rediscount 
rates in this country, and at the close 
of last week English exchange was 
receiving good support, both here 
and in London. Aside from a tem- 
porary flurry, the firmer money con- 
ditions in this country seem to have 
caused no appreciable change in the 
London money situation. Open mar- 
ket rates in London moved upward 


following the rediscount advances by 
Reserve banks, but they have since 
reacted and now are on about a level 
with the rates that existed before 
the readjustments in this country. It 
is believed by bankers here that the 
rediscount rate changes have not re- 
sulted in the volume of withdrawals 
of funds from London to New York 
that had been expected, and the sea- 
son now is approaching when inter- 
national trade conditions usually 
begin to operate in favor of sterling.

Investment Bond Prices. 


Despite the slight easing of prices 
in high grade bonds since the Ied- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York an- 
nounced the advance in the redis- 
count rate to 4 per cent., quotations 
are still very close to highs for the 
current market, which is about mid- 
way between the peak figures estab- 
lished at the beginning of this cen- 
tury and the low reached in 1920. To

His 
mastery over the conference was not 
for the purpose of stopping arma- 
ment competition, but merely to 
bring down the. supremacy of 
America. 

“It has always been my contention 
that when Great Britain started her 
cruiser program, and, Japan her sub- 
marine program, that our State De- 
partment should have protested that 
the spirit of the Disarmament Treaty 
was being violated..Admiral Plunkett 
is not to’ blame for war talk, but the 
responsibility is squarely up to Lord 
Balfour who used a peace move- 
ment as a war weapon.’ 

Admiral Plunkett declared at the 
outset that he was ‘‘not going to pre- 
dict war tonight.’’ He declared, how- 
ever, that ‘‘Congressman Black did 
not overstate conditions,’’ and con- 
tinued: 

‘‘As long as we do as we have done 
in the past, -the tombstone. industry 
will be the most prominent industry 
after every war. 

“If there were only two persons in 
the world and they did not agree, the 
chances. are a million to’ one that 

ac. Panny fight. 

hen a nation has unemployed it 
must go on the water to find work 
for them, even if it has to knock 
over somé others to get it.. We will 
not always have some one to hold 
the enemy at arm’s lengths while we 
are getting ready to fight.”’ 

Admiral Plunkett was presented 
with resolutions by the navy yard 
workers expressing appreciation of 
his services in their behalf.

tween organized workers and em-

‘To understand correctly the at- 
fitude of the American Federation 
of Labor it is well to bear in mind 
that the American Bar Association 
has not as yet reached any definite 
conclusions. Through its special com- 
mittee it is exvloring the field o? 
industrial relations from both an 
economic and legal point of view. 
Until a final conclusion has been 
reached the American Fed:cration of 
Labor is hardly justified in amend- 
ing or changing its former and pres- 
ent attitude on the’ subject of in- 
junctions. What a future situation 
May present is hardly sufficient 
cause for a change at the present 


e. 

“In addition one, must remember 
that the injunction writ has thus 
far failed as an effective method of 
encouraging and enforcing collective 
agreements between employers and 
trade unions. In only one instance 
has an injunction proved helpful in 
requiring employeis to observe agree- 
ments with trade unions. In scores 
of cases have iniunctions been de- 
nied to trade unions to compel em- 
ployers to live up to their agree- 
ments. In many more instances have 
injunctions been issued to em»loyers 
who have deliberately violated their 
agreements with trade unions. 

“‘The most recent instance is that

No doubt it will ni ong te 
how far collective agreements be- 
tween trade unions and employers, 
as well as trade unions themselves, 
may be protected under the law and 
by law. 


Sees Employers Favored. 


“Last but not least, a careful 
analysis of injunctions issued in the 


past makes clear the fact that most, 
if not all but a few, injunctions have 
been issued as’ industrial and legal 
weapons in behalf of employers in 
conflict with trade unions. The in- 
junctions thus far “issued, ‘in the 
main, have denied the workers the 
right to organize, bargain . col- 
lectively and, when need be, to en- 
force collective agreements entered 
into. In_ addition the injunction 
writ has been used to prevent the 
observance of collective agreements 
entered into between employers and 
trade unions, and where both have 
been: in complete harmony and in 
full cooperation and where their rela- 
tions were free of all friction or dis- 
order. 

‘“‘Under such circumstances it must 
be apparent that the field of indus- 
trial relations considered by the 
Special Committee of the Bar As- 
sociation is a very wide:one, and, 
pending final conusmmation of its 
work, that the American Federation 
of Labor cannot possibly alter its 
present attitude on the subject of 
injunctions. It must likewise be ap- 
parent, if the Special Committee of 
the Bar Association is to be suc- 
cessful in its endeavors, that there 
must be a radical change of attitude 
on the part of our courts as well 
as of the law under which injunc- 
tions are at present issued. Such 
a change would necessarily create a 
different situation than exists at 
present and with which organized 
labor would have to reckon. 

“The efforts of the Special Com- 
mittee of the Bar Association are 
indeed welcomed by organized labor. 
They are the first rays of sunshine 
breaking through the fog of existing 
legal chaos. Something must be 
done in a larger way than has been 
done ever heretofore. Labor is 
deeply impressed with the earnest- 
ness, sincerity and the desire to un- 
derstand organized labor’s diffi- 
culties shown by the members of the 
Bar tion’s Special Commit- 
tee. We believe we shall get some- 
where. We desire to ive our 
heartiest cooperation to e effort 
being made by it to develop a truly 
American labor policy, predicated 
upon voluntary principles and de- 
signed to encourage the making of 
and to render full observance of col- 
lective agreements and understand- 
ings entered into between organized 
workers and employers. This is cer- 
tainly a field of law that needs at- 
tention and modernization.”

Longworth Recalls Early Days. 

Speaker Longworth, in discussing 
the party of which Lincoln was a 
founder, recalled: his early days in 
Congress, when he first was asso- 
ciated with former Senator William 
M: Calder, President of the National 
Republican Club, who presided at the 
dinner. 

‘'The jobs we had then were not 
nearly as hard as those we have to- 
day,’ said Mr. Longworth. ‘‘The 
safety of the nation depends upon 
the maintenaiuce of res ble 
party government. I believe it would 

e disastrous for this Government to 
adopt the group or blo¢ system which 
is spreading in most of the Govern- 
ménts of Kurope. There are only 
three alternatives for representative 
democratic government — monarchy, 
dictatorship Bolshevistic _or 
anarchistic government. And there 
is hardly a country left in the world 
today that is not drifting awav, par- 
pre or to these last two alterna- 

Speaker Longworth then eunmerat- 
ed’a long list of the groups or blocs 
that have grown up ‘in European 
countries, - including... Conservative, 
Liberal, Labor, Socialist, Radical So- 
cialist, ‘Agrarian and “liberal prohibi- 
tion’ groups. As descriptive of the 
last mentioned up he related an 
anecdote in which Uncle Cy admitted 
that ‘‘prohibition is better than 
nothing.’’ 

Among other European blocs he 
mtntioned the Social: Democrats and 
the ‘‘Republican Democrats’’ and ob- 
served: 

“That may be of late a Bay that 
seems peculiar to New York.”’ 

Speaker Longworth further said he 
believed the safety of America ‘‘must 
devend upon the fact that our great 
political parties shall never be 
formed on the basis of: géographical, 
social or racial condit‘ons and that 
greatest of all questions—religion.”’ 


Eaton Sees Too Many Laws. 
After referring to Lincoln as ‘‘the 
su >reme symbol of that spiritual and 


physical complex we call America,’’ 
Mr. Eston asserted that America, 
with the rest of the world, stood 
today at the cross-roads where it 
must choose between the American 
form of governmaat or the Russian 
form of government. He expressed 
the belief that if American civiliza- 
tion crumbled, the greatest contrib- 
uting cause would be ‘“‘too much gov- 
ernment, too many laws, too top- 
heavy structure for the guidance 
and control of the people.’’ 

“Tt is idle to deny,” he said, ‘‘that 
in recent years in this country there 
has been a tremendous enlargement 
of Government interference in the 
private liberties and lives of our cit- 
izens. The whole relation of the 
American citizen to his Government 
has undergone and is undergoing a 
profound change. He is learning 
more and more to depend upon his 
Government and less upon himself. 
Political bureaucracy is growing like 
a cancer. Every hour of every day 
in some Government or other in this 
country new units of control by Gov- 
ernment over the affairs of the 
people are being set up. In every 
case these involve increased political 
personnel, increased expenditure, in- 
creased taxes and diminished initia- 
tive and opportunity for the indi- 
viduel.’’

LONDON, Feb. 13.—Whether Great 
Britain is or is not in a bad way de- 
pends entirely on how you look at it, 
to judge from a speech in which 
Prime Minister Baldwin replied in 
the House of Commons tonight te 
Labor criticisms of the Government’s 
handling of unemployment. Labor 
speakers made much of the fact that 
a million British workmen are un- 
employed. The Prime Minister, on 
the other hand, declared that, apart 
from a few black spots, employment 
had not been steadier for twenty 
years. 

In the last three years, Mr. Bald- 
win said, 500,000 people found perma- 
nent footing in employment. Unem- 
England: was wreak in Northeastern 

land, South Wales and the Scot- 
tise mining districts, he said. Inthe 
Midlands and South England, how- 
ever, unemployment was compara- 
tively rare, and in London employ- 
ment was better than it had been for 
two decades, he continued. All 
around London there had been a 
most remarkable growth in new fac- 
tories and industries. The most strik- 
ing industrial feature of the day, he 
asserted, was the growing impor- 
tance of Southern England. 

The problem of the workless, there- 
fore, was not so much one of artifi- 
cially stimulating a few industries 
which were suffering today, but fa- 
cilitating a transference of workers 
to those parts of the country where 
new industries had settled, Baldwin 
said. During the twelve months end- 
i in July 30,000 left the mining 
industry, for instance, and settled 
in different pete of the country, in 
the. brickmaking, transport, chemi- 
cal and engineering industries, he 
asserted. 

The standard of living of the Brit- 
ish worker has increased since 1914 
and the British real wage now is 
nearly double that of Brussels, 
Rome, Vienna and Paris and a third 
better than that of Berlin, he said. 
Last -year was the best with regard 
to trade disputes since records were 
first available, forty years ago, 
Baldwin asserted. 

The Commons, cheered by Bald- 
win’s optimism, endorsed the Gov- 
ernment’s employment policy by 293 
votes to 137.

SEES NEWSPAPER WAR 
IN ENGLISH PROVINCES 


Fleet Street Looks for.Fight Be-| : 
tween Rothermere and Berrys 
in New Publications.

LONDON, Feb. 13.—Fleet Street 
saw today in Lord Rothermere’s an- 
nouncement of his intention to estab- 
lish a chain of-evening newspapers 
in the provincial cities a challenge to 
the Berry brothers, who recently ac- 
quired The Daily Telegraph. One 
independent newspaper described it 
as the beginning of a battle between 
the newspaper trusts. The Berry 
brothers already own a number of 
evening newspapers, but most of 
Lord Rothermere’s papers are morn- 
ing publications. 

In the announcement Lord Rother- 
Mere states that his Daily Mail and 
Daily Mirror are the most prosperous 
of all British newspapers, but as he 
believes his press must either pro- 
gress or decline, he has decided to 
concentrate on ‘one section of our 
national press which still lags behind 
the rest in enterprise and develop- 
ment—the provincial evening news- 
paper.’’ He proposes to base the new 
publications on The Daily Mail for 
news and The Daily Mirror for pic- 
tures.., 

Anticipating opposition, Lord Roth- 
ermere states that the company he 
is forming, under the name of the 
Northcliffe Newspapers, Ltd., ‘‘will 
be strong enough to support finan- 
cial losses in working for the maxi- 
mum time necessary to set the new 
publications firmly > on their feet.’’ 

Anticipating also the charge of mo- 
nopoly, Lord Rothermere continues: 

“It would be entirely wrong to re- 
gard the aim of the Northcliffe News- 
papers, Ltd., as being the creation of 
any sort of ‘monopoly._in the~provin- 
cial evening press. e have no de- 
sire to bring all such newspapers 
under the control of one "e 

He points out that the Berrys al- 
ready own fourteen provincial pa- 
pers, half of them afternoon papers. 

“Sir William Berry and his broth- 
er,’’ Lord -Rothermere says, ‘‘will 
be, I am sure, the first to admit the 
undesirability of any form of press 
monopoly and welcome experienced, 
powerful competition.’’ 

The new papers, Lord Rothermere 
says, will contain little politics and 
no party politics, adding: ‘‘Besides 
being informative, they will be. en- 
tertaining; they will have special and 
unusual features which will. bring 
the gleam of brightness 
ora s ee 2 They will mane a 
strong appeal to young people.”’

Legislation on Sunday. 


Health Commissioner Harris, Law- 
son Purdy and Harvey Wiley Cor- 
bett, axalibeed, will be the principal 
speakers at a mass meeting on new 
housing legislation to be held at the 
John Golden Theatre Sunday night 
under the auspices of the Citizens’

The meeting was called because of

“General” Jacob 8. Coxey, organ- 


izer of “Coxey’s Army,’’ which he led }- 


to Washington in 1894 to. protest 
against unemployment, entered the 
Movement against unempoyment 
here yesterday. -He was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a mass meeting held 
by the Workers’ Ethical and Com- 
munity Centre, 113. Hast: Fourteenth 
Street. 

After protesting against his exclu- 
sion from the unemployment hearing 
conducted by State Industrial Com- 
missioner James A.. Hamilton last 
week at the local offices of the State 
Department of Labor, ‘‘General’’ 


Coxey introduced to his audience of 


about 125 unemployed his theory on 
the abolition of interest. He main- 
tained that New York City could pro- 
vide employment by rushing con- 
struction on new subways. 

He proposed that the city issue non- 
interest bearing bonds to finance sub- 
Way construction. When he was 
asked after the meeting who would 
subscribe for those bonds, ‘‘General’’ 

. Coxey sug ed that it would be 
easy the money on them 


tarou h the Federal Government. He} 


would deposit the bonds in the Fed- 
eral Treasury and retire them at the 
rate of about 4 per cent. annually out 


of subway revenue, he said. 
Too Busy for Another March. 


When ‘‘General’’ Coxey, who is 74 
years old, was asked whether he in- 
tended leading another army: of the 
unemployed to Washington, ‘he said 
his business interests would not per- 
mit him to give the time to such an 
enterprise. 

The veteran leader of the first 
army, which included many hoboes 
as well as other unemployed, told of 
his promotion of an ‘oil weil enter- 

rise in the Seminole. district of 

klahoma. The company in which 
he is interested is the Coleman Pe- 
troleum Company, operating in that 
district. 

“No, we haven't struck a a gusher 
yet,’”’ said the “‘General,’’ ‘‘but we’ve 
got the well down 1,500 feet, and the 
report I received yesterday from 
Qklahoma was so enortaging that 
I’m trying to interest certain New 
York men in the undertaking. 
~**General’’ Coxey is President of 
the Coxey Silica Sand Company, Mas- 
sillon, Ohio, of which Jacob S. Coxey 
Jr. is Vice President and Secretary. 
The company was established in 1881. 

Will Quit Campaign Here. 

**General” Coxey said he would not 
be able*to prolong his stay in New 
York to take. further part in the 
campaign to relieve the unemploy- 
ment situation. He must hurry away, 
probably. this. afternoon. or tonight.

Seaman’s --Friend Society Wants 
Gifts to Restock Ship Libraries. 


Sailors show greater discrimination 
than heretofore in their choice of 


reading material, according to Dr. 
George Sidney Webster, Secretary of 
the Tinasican Seamen’s Friend So- 
ciety, who issued an appeal yester- 
day to book owners for aid in stock- 
ing the libraries of American ships 
at sea.
